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Commission to review strategic-planning report 



Reports by two of its subcommit- 
tees dealing with strategic plan- 
ning and with the NCAA's revenue- 
distribution principles top the 
agenda lor the NCAA Presidents 
Commission's fall meeting October 
1-2 in Kansas City. 

The Commission's Subcommittee 
on Strategic Planning, chaired by 
President Thomas K. Hearn Jr. of 
Wake Forest University, will meet 
the day before the Commission con- 
venes to complete its recommenda- 



tions to the full Commission. 

Meanwhile, the Commission's 
Subcommittee to Review NCAA 
Revenue-Distribution Principles 
met earlier and will submit its report. 
That subcommittee is chaired by 
Chancellor Gene A. Budig of the 
University of Kansas. 

Underlying the work of the stra- 
tegic-planning subcommittee is the 
desire to develop a plan of work for 
the Commission covering three years 
or more, thus eliminating the 



group's current practice of identify- 
ing early in each calendar year the 
major topics that it will address that 
year. 

If the full Commission adopts the 
subcommittee's recommendations, 
it then would confirm in January 
each year the major topics for that 
year which already would have 
been identified — and would add 
any additional major issue that may 
have arisen in the meantime. 

The planning process would con- 



tinue with a new year added to the 
three- or four-year plan each year. 
Legislation 

A review of proposed legislation 
for the January 1992 NCAA Con- 
vention probably will consume the 
greatest amount of time in the Oc- 
tober meeting, although it is too late 
for the Commission to submit any 
additional proposals other than 
amendments-to-amendments or re- 
solutions. 

The Commission will review the 



1 4 amendments that it already has 
agreed to sponsor, the most impor- 
tant of which arc those that would 
strengthen the Association's require- 
ments for initial and continuing 
athletics ability 

It also will take a look at the 
other 134 proposals contained in 
the Second Publication of Proposed 
Legislation. The group has the au- 
thority to announce support of or 
opposition to any ol those propos-

It also has given her staff at Iowa 
the opportunity to communicate 
their respect and admiration for her. 

On September 22. Iowa's field 
hockey facility was named Grant 
Field." 

"We were looking for a way to 
thank Christine tor all she has done 
for women's athletics not just at 
Iowa but throughout the country." 
head field hockey coach Beth Beglin 
said. "I hope it says to people that 
this individual has been unique and 
made contributions to all women 
who have aspirations in athletics. It 
is a really small way to say thank 
you." 

"It makes a statement about the 
importance of Christine's leadership 
and about the respect people have 
for her," assistant athletics director 
M. Dianne Murphy said. Murphy 
headed the activities relating to the 
dedication, including a banquet. 

Grant's leadership was a factor in 
building the facility. When a decision 
to replace the artificial turl in Kin- 
nick Stadium with grass became 
imminent, there was concern about 
the effect the change would have on 
Iowa's field hockey team.

Wayne Wright, director of athlet- AD. 
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ics at Pcppcrdinc University, has 
been appointed by the NCAA Ad- 
ministrative Committee to a position 
on the Association's Council. 

Wright replaces .I. Dudley Pcwitt, 
vice-president for administration at 
the University of Alabama at Bir- 
mingham, who resigned from the 
Council due to the playing-confer- 
ence restriction in Constitution 
4.1.2.2. Wright will serve through 
the 1992 Convention, at which he 
may be nominated to serve the 
remainder of Pewitt's term, through 
January 1994. 

Wright has been Pcppcrdinc "s 
athletics director since 1976. He 
was the school's baseball coach 
from 1969 until his appointment as 



A 1955 graduate of David Lips- 
comb College, where he was a 
member ol the varsity baseball team, 
Wright earned a master's degree 
from Pcppcrdinc in 1964. 

He began his coaching career at 
Georgia Christian School, where he 
coached baseball and basketball 
from 1958 through 1964. His record 
as Pepperdine's baseball coach was 
194-166, and he was named West 
Coast Conference coach of the year 
in 1974, 1975 and 1976. 

Since Wright became AD, Pep- 
perdinc teams have won 44 confer- 
ence championships, 72 have ad- 
vanced to postseason play and 
74 have earned top-20 national rank- 
ings.

Proposed legislation 
mailed to members 

The Second Publication of 
Proposed Legislation for the 
1992 NCAA Convention was 
mailed to the membership Sep- 
tember 13. 

A total of 148 items (142 a- 
mendments and six resolutions) 
appear in the book, compared 
with 98 in the Initial Publication 
ol Proposed Legislation. The 
NCAA committee/ commission 
structure added 56 proposals, 
while six items from the original 
package were withdrawn or de- 
termined to be moot. 

A review of the intents and 
sources of the 56 new proposals 
appears on pages 8 and 9. 
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Courage award goes to Arizona's Singleton 



Kevin Singleton, a former loot- 
ball player at the University of Ari- 
zona, has been ehosen as the second 
recipient of the Division I-A Athlet- 
ics Directors Association Award of 
Courage. The award is presented 
annually to a Division I-A student- 
athlete for "exemplary displays of 
courage and fortitude both on and 
off the field of play." 

Singleton will receive the award 
September 24 at the fall meeting of 
the Division I-A Athletics Directors 
Association in Tucson, Arizona. 

During his junior season in 1 988, 
Singleton led the Wildcats with 1 1 8 
tackles from his inside linebacker 
position He was looking forward 
to a strong senior season in I989. 
However, shortly before the season 
began. Singleton was diagnosed 
with acute leukemia after entering 
the hospital with a bacterial shoul- 
der infection and other symptoms 
later attributed to the disease. 

He immediately began chemo- 
therapy and served as a nonplaying 
team captain in I989. His emotional 
leadership helped the Wildcats to 
an 8-4 record, a second-place finish 
in the Pacific- 10 Conference and a 
victory in the Copper Bowl. 

Singleton, who had been bench- 
pressing in excess of 400 pounds, 
lost 30 of his 230 pounds while 
undergoing chemotherapy. His body 
responded well to treatments, but a 
bone marrow transplant became 

Blockbusters 
minimum to 
be $2 million 

The Blockbuster Bowl plans an 
increased payout to at least $2 mil- 
lion for its December 28 game at 
Miami's Joe Robbie Stadium, com- 
pared with $1.65 million for the 
inaugural game last year. 

"We're going to raise the stakes," 

H. Wayne Huizenga, Blockbuster 
Entertainment Corp. chair, told The 
Associated Press. "Blockbuster 
doesn't want to be an ordinary 
bowl. If it means going to a higher 
payout, we're going to do what it 
takes to get the job done." 

T he move is a response, in part, 
to the formation of a proposed 
alliance of four bowls, the University 
of Notre Dame, and the Atlantic 
Coast and Big East Conferences. 

The Blockbuster Bowl was the 
sixth most lucrative bowl last year 
when Pennsylvania State University 
and Florida State University played.

necessary. 

In January 1990, Singleton re- 
ceived the much-needed bone mar- 
row from his identical twin brother, 
Chris, a two-time first-team all Pa- 
cific-10 outside linebacker and first- 
round draft choice ol the New Eng- 
land Patriots. 

Kevin spent almost a month in a 



special isolation room after the trans- 
plant to protect him from infection. 
Doctors believed that his prognosis 
was excellent, but cautioned that it 
generally takes three to five years 
until "you can begin to consider to 
use the word 'cure'." However, they 
never ruled out the possibility that 
he might play football again. 



Singleton resumed workouts in 
March 1990. His bench press had 
dropped to 130 pounds, but hard 
work increased that figure to 387 
pounds, while his weight increased 
to 220. 

The NCAA granted Singleton an 
additional year of eligibility, and he 
was back on the held and in the 



classroom in 1990. He averaged 
about ado/en plays per game, start- 
ing once and compiling five tackles 
for the season. 

Singleton graduated with a soci- 
ology degree in December 1990, 
with a 2.710 grade-point average 
(4.000 scale). 

"Kevin Singleton has won the 



biggest game of all the game of 
life," said Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology athletics director Homer C. 
Rice, chairman of the Mission and 
Values Committee of the Division 
I-A Athletics Directors Assocation, 
which selected the winner. "We are 
proud to present him with the Divi- 
sion I-A Award of Courage and are 
indeed proud of every one of the 10 
nominees." 

Other nominees included San 
Diego State University volleyball 
player Eric Etebari, who rescued

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NCAA Bylaw 14.5.3.11— satisfactory progress/ 
specific baccalaureate degree program 

Divisions 1 and II member institutions should note that the calculation 
of credit hours under the satisfactory-progress regulation (see Bylaw 
14.5.2) should be based on hours earned or accepted for degree credit at the 
certifying institution in the student-athlete's specific baccalaureate degree 
program (see Bylaw 14.5.2.2) and should be met as follows: 

1 . During the first two years of enrollment, a student-athlete who has not 
yet designated a specific baccalaureate degree program may use credits 
acceptable toward any of the institution's degree programs. 

2. By the beginning the third year of enrollment (fifth semester or seventh 
quarter), the student-athlete is required to have designated a program of 
studies leading toward a specific baccalaureate degree. From that point, the 
credits used to meet the satisfactory progress requirements must be degree 
credit toward the student-athlete's designated degree program. 

3. A student-athlete who changes his or her designated degree program 
may comply with the satisfactory-progress requirements if: (a) the change 
in programs is documented appropriately by the institution's academic 
authorities; (b) the credits earned prior to the change are acceptable toward 
the degree previously sought; and (c) the credits earned from the time of the 
change are acceptable toward the new desired degree. 

It should be noted that in accordance with Bylaw 14.5.3.1 Mb), once a 
student-athlete designates a program of studies leading toward a specific 
baccalaureate degree, the student-athlete may not utilize elective credits 
that exceed the number of elective credits necessary in the student-athlete's 
degree program in meeting satisfactory-progress regulations. For example, 
institution A indicates that 108 units are required for a bachelor of arts 
degree (BA). During a student-athlete's first two years of enrollment, the 
student completes 56 credits in courses that are acceptable toward any of 
the institution's degree programs. At the beginning of the fifth semester, the 
student designates a program of studies in history, which, lor purposes of 
this example, requires the student-athlete to achieve 36 remaining history 
credits. By adding the credits required for the specific degree and the credits 
completed prior to the designation of the degree program (56 plus 36), it 
appears the student-athlete has 16 remaining credits to achieve a history 
degree, which may be earned by completing elective courses. Once the 
student has satisfactorily completed 16 elective credits, any additional 
elective credits may not be used toward meeting satisfactory-progress 
requirements, inasmuch as those credits are not required for the specific 
degree. 

In addition, during its August 22, 1991, conference, the NCAA 
Interpretations Committee reviewed the provisions of Bylaws 14.5.3. 1 l-(c) 
(change in major) and 14.5.3.9 (banked credit hours) and determined that 
a student-athlete who has designated a major program of studies may 
utilize hours earned in excess of the average of 12 hours per term for 
purposes of meeting satisfactory-progress requirements subsequent to a 
change in major, provided the excess hours are acceptable toward either the 
student-athlete's first or second degree program. 

Provision of recruiting materials to and entertainment 
of coaches of prospective student-athletes 

Member institutions should note that Bylaws 13.4.1 (Divisions I and II) 
and 13.4.2 (Division III) set forth the permissible recruiting materials that 
member institutions may provide to prospects and to high-school and two- 
year college coaches. During its August 22, 1991, conference, the Interpre- 
tations Committee determined that it would be permissible for a member 
institution to provide printed recruiting materials to other coaches of 
prospective student-athletes (e.g., AAU coaches, club team coaches). The 
committee noted that the member institution is limited to sending such 
coaches the items set forth in Bylaws 13.4. 1 and 13.4.2. In addition, Bylaw 
13.9.1 sets forth permissible entertainment that may be provided on the 
member institution's campus to high-school, preparatory school or two- 
year college coaches. Such entertainment is limited to providing a 
maximum of two complimentary admissions in Division 1 (issued only 
through a pass list) to home athletics contests, which must be issued on an 



individual game basis in Divisions I and II, but may be extended to include 
full-season passes or tickets in Division III. Such entertainment may not 
include food and refreshments, room expenses, or the cost of transportation 
to and from the campus. An institutional coaching staff member is 
expressly prohibited from spending funds to entertain the prospect's coach 
on or off the member institution's campus. During its August 22, 1991, 
conference, the Interpretations Committee determined that these restrictions 
would be applicable to other coaches of prospective student-athletes (e.g., 
AAU coaches, club team coaches). Thus, a member institution is permitted 
to provide a coach of a prospective student-athlete (e.g., AAU coach, club 
team coach) a maximum of two complimentary admissions in Division I 
(issued through a pass list) to home athletics contests. Any other 
entertainment on or oil the institution's campus would be contrary to 
NCAA recruiting regulations. 

NCAA Bylaw 1 3.4.1. 1-(i)— institutional stationery 

Division 1 member institutions should note that institutional stationery 
is limited to one color of printing on the stationery (not including the color 
of the typing or writing on such stationery). Such stationery may include 
athletics department stationery with name, address, telephone numbers of 
athletics department staff members and a single university logo, but 
photographs of enrolled student-athletes or any other promotional 
material is prohibited. The NCAA Council, during its January 6, 1991, 
meeting, determined that the restrictions governing stationery would be 
applicable to athletics department stationery (as opposed to other 
nonathletics departments at the institution). In addition, the Interpretations 
Committee, during its September 5, 1 99 1 , conference, determined that the 
restrictions related to institutional stationery would be applicable to any 
department or office at the institution that reports to the athletics 
department. The committee noted further that the restrictions related to 
institutional stationery would not be applicable to other athletics department 
items (e.g., ticket brochures, alumni brochures, summer-camp brochures, 
schedule cards, game programs), except as stipulated in Bylaw 13.4.1 (i.e., 
media guide, recruiting guide, student athlete handbook). 

NCAA Bylaw 13.1.6— limitations on number 
of evaluations — all sports 

Divisions I and II member institutions should note that institutional staff 
members may not evaluate a prospective student-athlete on more than four 
occasions during the academic year during which the prospect competes or 
practices on any team (e.g., high-school team, all-star team, club team). In 
accordance with Bylaw 1 3. 1 .6.2, observing a contest or practice during the 
academic year would count as one of the permissible four evaluations for 
each prospect in the contest or practice. Per Bylaw 13.1 .6.2. 1 , in all sports, 
the evaluation of each contest in a tournament held during the academic 
year would count as a separate evaluation except as follows: 

1. Evaluation of multiple contests in a tournament that occurs on 
consecutive days (and normally at the same site) would count as a single 
evaluation. 

2. Evaluation of multiple contests in a single tier of a tournament (e.g., 
sectional, district, regional) would count as a single evaluation. 

During its September 5, 1991 , conference, the Interpretations Committee 
determined that a member institution whose coaching staff member 
attends a contest between two high schools that is conducted on the 
grounds of a third high school would be charged with an evaluation for all 
prospective student-athletes participating in the contest, but not for 
prospective student-athletes who attend the high school at which the 
contest is being conducted, provided the institution does not evaluate any 
prospective student-athlete who attends the high school where the contest 
is being conducted.

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Committee proposes development 
of system for reform evaluation

The NCAA Committee on Re- 
view and Planning, which consists 
primarily of former NCAA officers, 
will recommend to the NCAA Pres- 
idents Commission that a system be 
developed to evaluate the efforts by 
the Commission and the NCAA 
Council to "reform" college athletics. 

Meeting September 16- 17 in 
Denver, the committee agreed that 
an evaluation process should be an 
integral part of the strategic-plan- 
ning schedule that is currently being 
developed by a subcommittee of the 
Presidents Commission. That sub- 
committee, chaired by President 
Thomas K. Hearn Jr. of Wake 
Forest University, will meet Sep- 
tember 30 in Kansas City. 

F ormer NCAA President Wilford 
S. Bailey, Auburn University, led 
the Committee on Review and Plan- 
ning discussion of the need for an 
ongoing evaluation process. 

"The complex nature of the inter- 
lacing elements of reform requires 
not only effective planning and 
timely implementation," Bailey said. 
"For reform to be adequate and 
meaningful, changes made to ac- 
complish that need to be reviewed 
and evaluated during the decade of 
the 1990s, with that review and 
evaluation closely integrated with 
the strategic-planning program." 

In another committee action re- 
lated to the reform agenda, the 
planning committee will recommend 
to the NCAA C ouncil that it con- 
sider establishing cither an ad hoc 
committee or a standing committee 
to oversee the development and 
implementation of a certification 
program. Currently, a Council sub- 



committee is assigned that task. 

The planning committee believes 
that an ad hoc committee or a 
standing committee would be pref- 
erable so that individuals in the 
membership who have experience 
in certification procedures or related 
areas could serve.

• Visited with Elizabeth L. Fahey. 
former Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity diver and current student chair 
of the NCAA Student-Athlete Ad- 
visory Committee, regarding that 
committee's plans and concerns. 

• Repeated its earlier recommen- 
dation that other higher education 
associations be included in the 



NCAA's public relations and gov- 
ernmental relations efforts. 

• Chose not to pursue recom- 
mendations regarding changes in 
the titles or terms of NCAA officers, 
although the committee continues 
to favor a title change (e.g., the 
executive director would be presi- 
dent of the Association). 

• Reviewed average squad sizes 
in all NCAA sports over the past 
nine years and concluded that there 
appears to be no consistent pattern 
in that regard. An article on that 
nine-year study will appear in a 
future issue of The NCAA News. 

• Conducted its annual review of 
conference affiliations in men's and 
women's athletics and noted that 
the steady movement toward using 
the same conference lor both pro- 
grams continued A report on that 
review also will be featured in a 
future issue of the News. 

• Considered the concept of a 
national honor society for student- 
athletes and took no action, noting 
that the concept needed lurther 
development and clarification. 

• Agreed lo resurrect codes ol 
ethics lor institutions, coaches and 
student-athletes developed in the 
early and mid- 1980s by the former 
Long Range Planning Committee 
for review in its spring 1992 meeting, 
with the possibility ol involving 
coaches in some form ol "profes- 
sional development" program as a 
part of that discussion. 

The committee is chaired by Alan 
.1. Chapman, former NCAA presi- 
dent, current NCAA parliamentar- 
ian and professor of engineering at 
Rice University.

High-school seniors steady on ACT; minorities improve 



High-school graduating seniors 
are holding their own on standard- 
ized college admissions tests, ac- 
cording to American College 
Jesting, which also said that minor- 
ity students are posting improved 
scores. 

The nonprofit educational-servi- 
ces organization said the national 
average ACT score earned by 1991 
high-school graduates was 20.6 out 
of a possible score of 36, unchanged 
from last year. 

The score was based on the testing 
of 796,983 students who graduated 
from high school in the spring of 
1991 and who took the ACT in their 
junior or senior year, according to 
United Press International. 

Over the past five years, the scores 
have declined by 0.2 point, suggest- 
ing to officials that a period of 
stability now characterizes test 
scores. 

But Richard Ferguson, president 
of American College Testing, noted 



that the stability of test scores masks 
some good news and important 
trends, especially among minority 
students and the use of core cur- 
riculums in high schools. 

"Overall, the level of academic 
achievement among ACT-tested mi- 
nority students is improving," he 
said. "Their average ACT scores 
have gone up or remained essentially 
stable over the period in which their 
numbers have shown a relatively 
large percentage of increase." 

Although the overall number of 
ACT-tested graduating seniors has 
increased only about 2.5 percent 
over the past five years, the number 
of black students has jumped 18 
percent American Indians increased 
by 27 percent, Mexican-Americans 
37 percent, Asian-Americans 50 
percent and Puerto Ricans and 
other Hispanics 47 percent. 

Meanwhile, Blacks, who scored 
16.5 in 1987 (compared with a na- 
tional average of 20.8), posted an

"The increasing population of 
minority students taking the AC I 
and the stability of their scores as 
their numbers increase are welcome 
trends," Ferguson said. "And part 
of the explanation for the patterns 
of score stability may well lie in the 
fact that increasing numbers of 
ACT-tcstcd minority students are 
completing a strong program of 
core -course work in high school." 



The report showed a sharp rela- 
tionship between types of course- 
work and scores for students who 
took a college-preparatory high- 
school program generally defined 
as four years of English and three 
years of mathematics, social studies 
and natural sciences. Those scores 
averaged 22.1, three points higher 
than the average score (19.1) for 
students who did not complete such 
a program. 



"Students who take a rigorous 
program of core courses in high 
school typically outperform those 
who do not both on the ACT 
assessment and in college," Ferguson 
said. 

The positive relationship between 
the core curriculum and ACT scores 
holds across both racial and class 
lines. 

At the same time, there arc clear 
class divisions, with students from 
higher-income groups outscoring 
those from poor and working-class 
homes. 

"Students who come Irom fami- 
lies with higher incomes simply 
have greater access to the resources 
and support that facilitate learning," 
Ferguson said. 

"Yet... even among students 
whose family incomes are low, those 
who take a demanding high-school 
program systematically outscore 
their classmates who do not."

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MAC Goes On Attack 

Conference implements league-wide marketing strategy

When Karl Benson was hired 15 
months ago as commissioner of the 
Mid-American Athletic Conference, 
he was given a mandate by the 
presidents of the league's nine 
schools, (iive or take the actual 
language, it came out something 
like this: 

"Put us on the map!" 

Benson and his stall may be on 
the verge of doing just that. 

The sleepy little conference that 
meanders from the hills of the Hock- 
ing Valley through the urban asphalt 
of Toledo to the flatlands of central 
Michigan now stands on the cutting 
edge of a bold marketing concept 
that no other Division I-A league is 
believed to have attempted. 

The MAC's council of presidents 
has approved a working relationship 
with a Denver-based public-rela- 
tions and communications firm that 
will assist the league in finding 
corporate sponsorship for its athlet- 
ics programs and events. 

This approach is designed to bet- 
ter fund the league office so that it 
might be better able to spread the 
word on the MAC near and far. 

"We are not about to sell our soul 
or prostitute ourselves in an attempt 
to commercialize the Mid- American 
Conference," Benson said. "But 
whether you're talking about inter- 
collegiate athletics or pro sports or 



even the Olympics, which is sup- 
posedly the true definition of ama- 
teur athletics, the role of corporate 
dollars has become a standard role. 

"Going after corporate dollars is 
not particularly innovative. What is 
innovative is packaging the nine, 
soon to be 10, member schools as a 
single sports-marketing entity. We 
understand it has never been done." 

If successful, MAC fans soon will 
learn that a corporation such as 
IBM is the "official sponsor" of 
MAC football. Or perhaps that 
Sara Lee is the "official sponsor" of 
MAC women's sports. 

At the start, though, the league 
will pursue four corporations for 
sponsorship purposes, according to 
John McNamara, the MAC's media 
and public relations director. 

"At this point, we're talking about 
one sponsor for football, one for 
men's basketball, one for women's 
athletics in general, and one for all 
men's sports other than football 
and basketball," McNamara said. 

What's in it for a sponsor? 

According to a property analysis 
done for the MAC by Denver-based 
Bonham Communications, it is esti- 
mated that the league can generate 
1 10 million annual impressions (ex- 
planation forthcoming). Based on a 
formula that assigns a specific mone- 
tary value to different kinds of 
impressions, Bonham calculates that 
the impressions generated by the 
MAC in one year would have a 



value of more than $600,000 in 
sponsorship dollars. 

"That's an idealistic figure in a 
perfect world," McNamara said. 
"The actual value is whatever we 
can get somebody to pay." 

An impression, according to Ben- 
son, is "the number of opportunities 
that a corporate identity has to be 
seen in public. 

"For example, let's take a football 
game at the University of Toledo 
with 25,000 fans in the Glass Bowl. 
If Kroger is sponsoring the game 
and there is a Kroger sign hanging 
in the stadium, that's 25,000 im- 
pressions for Kroger. If that sign 
shows up in the background of a 
picture in the sports section of The 
(Toledo) Blade, then Kroger has 
received more impressions. If the 
game is televised, that's even more 
impressions." 

What has prompted all of this is 
the impression that the MAC is 
small time, nothing more than a bit 
player in the world of college athlet- 
ics. It is an image the league hierar- 
chy wants renovated, and 
sponsorship is the step Benson is 
taking to make it possible, 

"We claim a solid balance between 
athletics and academics, and we 
think corporate America will re- 
spond to that," he said. "If we can 
achieve that sponsorship with cor- 
porations that reflect a similar phi- 
losophy, it will help us become more 
recognized." 



Athletes key to SMU fund drive

The Mustang Club, Southern Methodist University's 
booster organization for athletics, is implementing a 
new fund-raising strategy this fall. It looks eerily similar 
to the one used in the 1980s, but club officials say this 
time it will be without the illicit trappings. 

SMU's new approach stresses a close relationship 
between alumni, boosters and athletes, thus presenting 
the paradox. That got the Mustangs in trouble in 1985, 
when the NCAA put the football program on probation 
for recruiting violations, and then again in 1987, when 
the NCAA shut down the team under the so-called 
death penalty because boosters continued to pay 
players. 

Why, then, would SMU want to risk alumni and 
boosters joining hands with student-athletes again? 

Because SMU, at this particular time in its history, 
has nothing else to "sell" but student-athletes. 

Unlike other Division I-A programs, the Mustangs 
can't market lucrative 50-yard-line or center-court 
ticket packages to lure hefty alumni donations. It can't 
sell prime parking places for big bucks. And while tax 
deductions, window decals, a newsletter, game program 
recognition, official media guides and the like will 
attract some people to the Mustang Club, it won't roll 
in enough cash to fund the $16,000 a-pop scholarships. 

So the Mustang Club is "selling" the athletic and 
academic image of its student-athletes as a way to 
attract club donations. Donors might not get a 50-yard 
line seat in return for a $5,000 contribution as they 
might at the University of Texas at Austin, but, SMU 
organizers say, donors will receive the satisfaction of 
supporting real student athletes. 

" The reason for all this is that SMU's greatest asset 
is its student-athletes," said David Uott, a Mustang Club 
member who heads this fall's fund drive. "We want to 
showcase our best asset." 

Under the new approach, SMU's sports are divided 
into various "teams" — men's and women's basketball, 
tennis, golf, swimming, and soccer. Football and track 
and field are one "team." A head coach is named 
honorary "team" captain, and he or she selects five

The school or endowments will pay all other scholar- 
ships for SMU's 190-plus student-athletes. 

A total of 60 athletes annually will participate in the 
Mustang Club's plan. And at a cost of $16,000 a 
scholarship their needs will be within the club's goal 
ol $1 million. 

The Mustang Club will use these 60 athletes as 
"examples" of SM U's upstanding student-athletes who 
are sound academically as well as athletically. This 
approach humanizes the process when SMI) solicits 
alumni, corporations and former students for financial 
support. 

As Steve Wilensky, the Mustang Club's executive 
director, says, "I want our donors to know they are 
giving money to a living, breathing human being, not to 
a nebulous scholarship fund." 

Says Lott: "Somebody has got to pay for Knsta 
Wilson's diving scholarship. Somebody has got to pay 
for Kelly Acre's golf scholarship. Somebody has got to 
pay for Mike Romo's football scholarship. The money 
just doesn't drop out of the air." 

At one time it did. 

Recruiting violations led to a two-year probation in 
1985, then the NCAA shut down the Mustangs' program 
after the 1986 season when it was discovered supporters 
were paying football players. 

Why won't it happen again? 

"It's a clean way and people —alumni — can still leel 
like they are helping out and they can do it in a totally 
above-board manner," Wilensky said. "The big difference 
is that all the money goes to the Mustang Club, not the 
athlete or a third party. When we get a check, it goes to 
the university, and we have to account for it." 

What is keeping boosters from becoming too involved 
with SMU's athletes again? 

"A lot of it is simply an atmosphere we've established," 
Wilensky said. "We want (boosters' attention and 
support), but that's all. Our athletes are absolutely 
made aware of that. 

"This is the way life is at SMU now. It's low fat. Life 
at SM U is by the rules, whether you like it or not. It's 
like we've been told we're diabetics and if you eat sugar 
again, you die."

student-athletes were impacted by Proposition 48, for the most part, they 
were backfilled with other black student-athletes who did meet the 
standard.

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A-huckin' and a-buckin' through college football

Football heroes diving, leaping, throwing, 
running, dodging and snarling that's what 
visitors to the gallery of the NCAA Visitors 
Center are seeing this fall. 

And it was a man in a floppy hat and 
lobster-red vest who put them there. 

From the 1930s until his death in 1978, Jim 
Laughead annually crammed hundreds of 
pounds of camera equipment and his son-in- 
law into a station wagon and drove thousands 
of miles to shoot publicity photos of college 
football players across the nation. 

Laughcad's arrival on a college's practice 
field was an event — he so entertained the 
players with his directions for poses that 
juniors and seniors would ply newcomers to 
the team with tall tales about the photog- 
rapher weeks before his visit. And he always 
wore the same crumpled hat and embroidered 
vest, the latter a reversible garment with the 
names of the schools that made up his 
clientele stitched on both sides. 

The style of photography he practiced — a 
style that came to be well-known to readers of 
the nation's newspapers and magazines - 
currently is on exhibit at the Visitors Center, 
which has acquired the thousands of photos 
that make up Laughcad's archives. It is the 
first time his work has been featured in a 
collection. 

The photographic cliche 

Sports Illustrated s Fdwin "Bud" Shrake 
may have described that style best in an 
article he wrote in 1964: "James F. Laughead 
(he pronounces it 'lawhead') is the master of 
the photographic cliche — of the leaping stiff- 
arm, the I-despisc-you scowl, the halfback 
crossover that looks like a ballet step, the 
wild dive that has knocked the breath out of 
hundreds of linemen. If you have ever

thumbed through a football annual or read 
the preseason sports pages of your daily 
newspaper, chances are you have viewed the 
work of Laughead." 

"T his style of photography has kind of 
gone by the wayside," admits Visitors Center 
director Will J. Rudd. But the very familiarity 
of those poses of the highly photogenic 
Kyle Rote running behind a diving lineman 
at Southern Methodist University in 1950, of 
Supreme Court-bound Byron "Whizzer" 



White of the University of Colorado looking 
like the Heisman Trophy come to life in 1937, 
or of SMU's catching/ running/ kicking (take 
your pick) Doak Walker — are guaranteed to 
bring memories rushing back. 

More than 50 Laughead photos are on 
display in the gallery, dating from 1 934 to 
1 977. There's Texas Christian University's 
"Slingin" Sammy Baugh, represented in four 
of the exhibit's oldest items, and another 
Horned Frog great from I938, Davey O'Brien. 
SMU is even better represented, which is 
only natural - Laughead worked with son- 
in-law Jim Bradley (a familiar face as a 
photographer at NCAA Conventions) out of 
a studio in Dallas, just across the street from 
the Southern Methodist campus. 

From there, Laughead and Bradley fanned 
out across the Southwest Athletic Conference, 
then across the South and beyond. In the 
1960s and 1970s, Laughead was still going 
strong, snapping photographs of the Univer- 
sity of Florida's Steve Spurrier and Jack 
Youngblood; the University of Alabama, 
Tuscaloosa's, Kenny Stabler, and the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame's Jim l ynch. Rocky 
Bleier and Joe Theismann. 
The 'Death Dive' 

Of all the poses Laughead taught and 
often demonstrated to his subjects, perhaps 
the most memorable is the lineman's dive. 
Laughead called it the "Death Dive"— a 
name he coined "to make it sound classy." 

Once again. Sports Illustratcd's Shrake 
describes the pose best: "A well-executed 
Death Dive looks, in the Laughead photo- 
graph, as if the player is making a racing dive 
where there is, unfortunately, no pool. The 
camera catches him in the air, surrounded by 
sky and with the foreboding of a hard fall 
reflected in his face." 

From the walls of the Visitors Center 
gallery, witness Alabama's Billy Neighbors 



making that dive in 1961, as well as Texas 
A&M University's Joe Routt and Virgil 
Jones (side-by-side) in 1937, Southern Meth- 
odist's Ted Ramsey in 1940 (the camera angle 
is so high that you can't sec the ground under 
him), and the unidentified lineman clearing a 
path in the Kyle Rote photo (here, you can 
see the ground, and the focus is so sharp that 
blades of grass are clearly defined). 

F.specially striking is a 1953 photo of 
SMU's Robert Goss armed with a crewcut 
and a grimace, and flying straight toward the 
camera 

But the players don't just dive. Laughead 
found all kinds of ways to make them fly 
through the air. Whizzer White, for instance, 
seems to be galloping across the sky, with the 
ball tucked under one arm and the other arm 
stretched to fend off any defenders who are 
somehow similarly aloft. 
A-huckin' and a-buckin' 

Laughead made the players look dynamic, 
and they responded enthusiastically to his 
directions to go "a-huckin' and a-buckin." 
Many of his subjects welcomed him back 
year alter year as an old friend; the exhibit 
includes a photograph of Laughead and 
Bradley with Doak Walker, autographed by 
the great back whose Heisman Trophy also 
currently is on display in another area of the 
Visitors Center. 

The Laughead exhibit, produced by Rich 
Clarkson and Associates of Denver, Colo- 
rado, in cooperation with Bradley, will remain 
on display through the end of the year and 
eventually may be shown elsewhere. 

"Our desire is to 'travel' this exhibit We 

would like to take it to campuses such as 
SMU and TCU," Rudd said. 

Just imagine: Laughead on the road again, 
a-huckin'and a-buckin' from school to school, 
bringing back a golden age of sports photog- 
raphy.

Murray State rifle host 

Murray State University will host the 
National Collegiate Rifle Championships 
March 5-7 at the Roy Stewart Stadium 
range. 

Murray State, which boasts one of the top 
shooting venues in the country, has previously 
hosted NCAA championships in 1984 and 
1989.

November 23.

Big numbers 

Former University of North Dakota wrest- 
ler Kris Presler piled up some big numbers 
during his four-year career, and many of

Oh, sure, he excelled on the mat, where he 
compiled a career mark of 89-34-3. But, he 
also earned an undergraduate degree in three 
years with a 4.000 grade-point average (4.000 
scale). One of three finalists for the Associa- 
tion's Walter Byers Scholarship, Presler 
earned an NCAA postgraduate scholarship. 

While wrestling as a senior, Presler taught 
math classes at the university and tutored 
while working on a master's degree. He also 
found time to serve as a deacon at the 
Christux Rex Church in Grand Forks. 

Making history 

Rodney Oglesby continues to make history 
as a member of Georgia Southern University's 
football team. He set two school records in 
the Eagles' September 7 victory over Savan- 
nah State College. 



One mark came as the senior intercepted 
three passes in 1:58 during the third quarter. 
And the second of those thefts made him the 
school's career interception leader. 

As a freshman, he was the first Georgia 
Southern defensive player to earn all-America 
recognition — and he has a chance to become 
the school's first-ever three-time all-America. 
He also already holds school records for 
career punt returns and punt-return yardage. 

Pitching poetic 

East Tennessee State University English 
professor Don Johnson has edited a selection 
of 84 baseball-related poems by 57 American 
authors that was published earlier this year 
by the University of Illinois Press. 

"Hummers, Knucklers and Slow Curves: 
Contemporary Baseball Poems," is the third 
book Johnson has been involved with. He 
previously published two collections of his 
own works. 

"The game of baseball lends itself to poetry," 
Johnson said. "More than any other sport, 
baseball belongs to the poets. It is a slow 
enough game that it can be observed carefully. 
And it has a pastoral innocence about it." 

Johnson also currently serves as editor of 
"Aethlon: The Journal of Sport Literature." 

Showcase America tours 

M&M/ Mars is sponsoring a national tour 
for Showcase America: The U.S. Olympic 
Experience. 

The 48-foot traveling exhibit hit the road 
early last month and will stay out through 
1991 and 1992. Interactive displays and 
Olympic memorabilia are included in the 
exhibit, which is visiting state fairs and other 
public events. 

Upcoming stops include the Richmond, 
Virginia, Children's Fest October 12-13; the 
National Hot Rod Association's World Finals 
October 24-29 in Pomona, California, and 
the Broward County (Florida) Fair November 
21 -December 1. 

Beating long odds 

Beating long odds is exactly what Canisius 
College distance runner Mary Beth Riley is 



doing. After beginning the 1988 season as the 
school's top woman cross country runner, she 
began slowing down and feeling bad. Tests 
ultimately confirmed that the then- 19-year- 
old had Hodgkin's disease, a lorm ol lym- 
phatic cancer. 

Nine months of biweekly intravenous che- 
motherapy followed, during which Riley 
stayed in school and on the track team. "She 
never missed a beat in all her school activities," 
said coach Joanne Rappl. "Naturally, her 
performance slipped, but she still was at 
every practice, every meet. It was much more 
than you could have expected from anyone 
else." 

By early 1990, Riley's cancer was in com- 
plete remission. Soon, she had her old form 
back, eventually setting a school record at 
800 meters (2:24.5). This spring, she graduated 
with a 3.800 (4.000) GPA and double majors 
of English and Spanish. She also was named 
winner of the Eastern College Athletic Con- 
ference's Award of Valor. 

Most recently, Riley was named New York 
State Woman of the Year by Hanes Her Way, 
which makes her a finalist for the NCAA 
Woman of the Year award also sponsored by 
the NCAA's official corporate partner for 
women's athletics. 

MORE practice 

Carlin Carpenter, football coach at Bluffton 
College in Ohio, added MORE to his team's 
preseason practice schedule this year. 
MORE the acronym for Motivation, Or- 
ganization, Responsibility and Excellence — 
is a program intended to assist student- 
athletes in being responsible members of the 
campus community. 

"Our athletes always have been well- 
rounded students," Carpenter said. "Bluffton 
never has awarded athletics aid, so our men 
and women usually exemplify the true stu- 
dent-athlete. Still, there are some social skills 
and values that many students haven't (deve- 
loped) by the time they come to college, and 
we'd like to expose them to some important 
ideas." 



Interpretations Committee minutes 



Acting for the NCAA Council, the Inter- 
pretations Committee: 

Playing seasons/daily, 
weekly hour limits 

1. Visit to the competition site during 
required "day off." Reviewed the provisions 
of NCAA Bylaws 17.02. 1 (athletically related 
activities) and 17.1.5.4 (required day off) 
and determined that a member institution, 
utilizing a travel day as its required day off 
(i.e., no countable athletically related activ- 
ities may occur) during a particular week, 
may visit the site where the institution's 
team will compete without such visit being 
considered a countable athletically related 
activity m sports other than golf, cross 
country and skiing; noted that in the sports 
of golf, cross country and skiing a competi- 
tive advantage could result from viewing the 
competition site (e.g.. walking the course) 
and, thus, such a visit would constitute a 
countable athletically related activity and 
may not occur during an institution's re- 
quired day oil. 

20-year-age rule/seasons of competition 

2. Definition of "begins a collegiate season" 
for purposes of 20 year-age rule. Reviewed 
the provisions ol Bylaw 14.2.4.5 (participa- 
tion after 20th birthday) and determined 
that lor purposes of this bylaw, a student- 
athlete "begins a season of competition" 
when the student represents the institution 
in outside competition (as opposed to prac- 
tice sessions); thus, a prospective student- 
athlete who, prior to collegiate enrollment, 
participates in organised competition subse- 
quent to the student's 20th birthday but 
enrolls in a member institution during the 
1 2-inoillh period alter the student's birthday, 
would not be charged with an additional 
season ot competition lor that academic 
year if the student-athlete represents the 
institution in outside competition prior to 
the student's next birthday. 

Printed recruiting materials/ 
entertainment 

3. Provision of recruiting materials to and 
entertainment of coaches of prospective 
student athletes (e.g., AAU coaches, club 
team coaches). Reviewed the provisions of 
Bylaws 13.4.1 (Divisions 1 and II permis- 
sible recruiting items), 1 .3.4.2 ( Division 111 
permissible recruiting items), 13.9.1 (enter- 
tainmeiil il-sIiilIioiis) and 13.9.2 (material 



benefits) and reached the lollowing conclu- 
sions: 

a. Determined that it is permissible lor a 
member institution to provide printed re 
cruiting materials to coaches of prospective 
student-athletes (e.g., AAU coaches, club 
team coaches); noted that the member insti- 
tution is limited to sending such coaches the 
items set forth in Bylaws 13.4.1 (Divisions I 
and II) and 13.4.2 (Division III). 

b. Determined that an institution is per- 
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milled to provide a coach of a prospective 
sUidenl-athlete (e.g., AAU coaches, club 
team coaches) a maximum ol two compli- 
mentary admissions (in Division 1 issued 
through a pass list) to home athletics con- 
tests. 

In addition, recommended that the NCAA 
Legislative Review Committee incorporate 
these interpretations into the NCAA Man- 
ual. 

Hardship 

4. Issues related to the application of the 
hardship waiver. Reviewed the provisions ol 
Bylaw 14.2.5 and reached the following 
conclusions: 

a. Determined that the requisite diagnosis 
that a student-athlete's injury or illness 
results in an incapacity to compete lor the 
remainder of the traditional playing season 
must be rendered by a medical doctor (as 
opposed to a team trainer). 

b. Determined that it is not permissible to 
utili/e an event that does not constitute a 
countable institutional contest or date ol 
competition per Bylaws 17 and 20 (i.e., the 
institution is not represented by the mini- 
mum nuinbei of participants in the event) in 
calculating the institution's completed events 
lor purposes of the hardship waiver, unless 
the student-athlete represents the institution 
in the event. 

c. Determined that a member institution 
that competes separately in an individual 
spoil against two or more institutions on 



one calendar day, would count all participa- 
tion on that day as one contest (i.e., in the 
denominator) for purposes of calculating 
the institutions completed events for hard- 
ship purposes, thus, a student-athlete who 
represents the institution in any outside 
competition on that calendar day would be 
charged with only one event (i.e., in the 
numerator) in determining whether the stu- 
dent-athlete qualifies for a hardship waiver; 
recommended that the Council amend the 
legislation in 14.2.5 to indicate that a hard- 
ship waiver shall be based on the institution's 
"completed dates of competition" (for those 
sports that utilize dates of competition) or 
"completed contests" (for those sports gov- 
erned by contest limits). 

d. Determined thai a student-athlete who 
participates only in held events (e.g., shot 
put) wnuld be able to utilize a track event lor 
purposes of determining the institution's 
completed events under the hardship waiver 
(even il the meet does not include field 
events), inasmuch as track and field is 
considered a single sport. 

e. Determined that a student-athlete who 
participates as a diver would be able to 
utilize a swim meet for purposes of deter- 
mining the institution's completed events 
under the hardship waiver (even if the meet 
does not include diving competition), inas- 
much as swimming and diving is considered 
a single sport . 

1. Determined that for purposes of calcu- 
lating an institution's number of completed

track, a memher institution would utilize 
only indoor events in determining whether a 
student-athlete qualifies for a hardship 
waiver in indoor track and only outdoor 
events for purposes of determining whether 
a student-athlete qualifies for a hardship 
waiver in outdoor track. 

g. Determined that a student-athlete 
whose injury or illness while competing 
during the nontraditional season results in 
an incapacity to compete in the traditional 
season has utilized a season ol competition 
and. thus, must make application 10 the 
conference or the NCAA Eligibility Com- 
mittee in order lor the student-athlete 10 be 
granted an additional year of competition 
lor reasons of hardship. 

Satisfactory progress 

5. Calculation of banked credit hours 
when student athlete changes major. Re 
viewed the provisions of Bylaws 14.5.3.9 
(banked credit hours) and 14.5.3. 1 I -(c) 
(change in major) and determined that a 
student-athlete who has designated a major 



program ol studies may utilize hours earned 
in excess of the average of 12 hours per term 
for purposes of meeting satisfactory-progress 
requirements subsequent to a change in 
major, provided the excess hours are appli- 
cable either to the student-athlete's first or 
second designated degree program. 

Coaches 

6. Employment of part time and/or vol- 
unteer coach hy alumni association that 
receives funds from its institution's booster 
club. Reviewed the provisions of Bylaws 
I 1 .02. fi (volunteer coach) and I 1.3.4.1 (com- 
pensation for part-time coach performing 
other institutional duties) and a previous 
Council decision [reference: Item No. 9-a- 
( 1 ) of the minutes ot the Council's August I , 
1990. met'iingl, and determined that a vol- 
unteer coach or part-time coach who has 
reached the limn on permissible compensa- 
tion from the institution's athletics depart- 
ment may nol be employed for compensation 
by an institution's alumni association that 
receives any funding from an institution's 
booster club.

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Second publication of proposed legislation mailed 



The Second Publication of Proposed Legislation was 
mailed to the membership beginning September 13. 

The book contains 148 proposals, including six resolutions. 
I here are 92 proposals from the membership (six that 
appeared in the Initial Publication of Proposed Legislation 
were moot or withdrawn) and 56 from the Association's 
committee/ commission structure. 

The next legislative deadline is 5 p.m. Central time 
October 15, by which time the membership is to have 
submitted amendments-to-amendmcnts to the proposed 
legislation contained in the Second Publication of Proposed 
1 egislation 

Proposals from the Initial Publication ol Proposed 
Legislation appeared in the August 14 issue ol The NCAA 
News. From that listing, Proposal Nos. 9, 18, 82 and 98 were 
withdrawn. Proposal Nos. 22 and 91 were determined to be 
moot. 

Following are the 56 new proposals Irom the Association's 
committee/ commission structure. Numbering is as it appears 
in the Second Publication of Proposed l egislation:

No. 1 Drug-Testing Consent Form 

Intent: In permit member institutions to administer the drug-testing 
consent lornr separately trorn the Student-Athlete Statement, to 
require all studenl-athlclcs (per 1 2.02.6), including partial qualifiers 
and nonqualifies and students who are tulfilling a transler residence 
requirement or any injury-hardship waiver, to sign the drug-testing 
consent form on an annual basis; to speedy that the consent form must 
be signed belore the students may be eligible to participate (i.e., 
practice or compete) in intercollegiate athletics and to specily that all 
student-athletes listed on NCAA squad lists must have signed a drug- 
testing consent lorm.

Pasqualioni's team remained un- 
defeated (now 3-0) by defeating 
Florida September 21 in a mild 
upset. Sherrill's team fell to 3-1

but only after giving unbeaten Ten- 
nessee a big scare. 

Fach played for a legendary 
coach Sherrill (1966) for Ala- 
bama's Paul "Bear" Bryant and 
Pasqualioni ( 1972) for Pcnn State's 
Joe Patcrno and each was a big 
winner in previous head-coaching 
jobs. Sherrill's career record was 
105-45-2, Pasqualioni's 34-17-0, en- 
tering this season. 

Pasqualioni, 42 and a bachelor, 
went to Penn State as a walk-on 
and later lettered. He says, "1 may 
have been the worst linebacker in 
the history of Linebacker U." After 
a 2-7 coaching start at Division 111 
Western Connecticut, his last four 
teams won 32 of 42 games. Then, 
Dick MacPherson brought him in 
to coach Syracuse linebackers in 
1987. He and his staff signed all the 
players who had committed verbally 
to Syracuse before MacPhcrson's 
departure. Now, his team looks 
forward to playing in the Big East 
Conference's new football league. 

Sherrill, 47, played seven posi- 
tions at Alabama, lettered three 
years and was a member of Bryant's 
national championship teams of 
1964 and 1965. He coached five 
bowl teams at Pittsburgh and three 
at Texas A&M, where his last season 
was 1988. He spent part of his youth 
in Mississippi and has family there, 
so this is a homecoming for him. 
Now, the team's fast start includ- 
ing a victory over Iexas — has fol- 
lowers dreaming of the school's first 
bowl trip in 10 years. 

Ten new I-A coaches are in their 
first head-coaching seasons at the 
four-year level. This group has 
started 10-18, with two winning 
records and three at .500.

14) I he Council tin ncd its attention to the 
committee's recommendations concerning 
initial eligibility. 

(al II was voted thai the Council sponsor 
legislation for Divisions I and II to increase 
the minimum number ot con-course credits 
from I I to 13, with the understanding that 
the two additional core-course credits be 
earned in Fnglish. mathematics or natural, 
physical science. 

(b) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
legislation for Division I only to increase 
from 2.000 to 2.5(H) (4.000 scale) the mini 
mum icquiied grade-point average in the 
high-school core curriculum. 

(c) I he Council considered three alterna 
live versions ol an initial-eligibility index 
related to standardized test-score require- 
ments anil corresponding grade-point aver- 
ages 

(i) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
legislation to establish an initial-eligibility 
indc* to include standardized test scores on 
the SAT of 700, 800 arid 9(H), with corres- 
ponding core-curriculum grade-point aver- 
ages of 2.500. 2.250 and 2.000. respectively. 

(u) Ihe Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council not sponsor 
legislation in this regard for Division II. 

(iii) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
legislation for Division I only, consistent 
with the Division I Steering Committee's 
recommendation. 

(5) The Council considered the commit- 



tee's recommendations concerning require- 
ments for continuing eligibility. 

( a ) The Council considered proposed 
legislation to specify that a student-athlete 
in Division I or II must have completed 
successfully a minimum percentage of course 
requirements (i.e.. 25 percent of the course 
requirements by the beginning of the third 
ycai of collegiate enrollment, 50 percent by 
the beginning of the fourth year arid 75 
percent by the beginning of the fifth year) in 
the student's specific degree program to he 
eligible for competition; to specify that a 
Division 1 student-athlete must present a 
minimum grade-point average based upon a 
percentage of the institution's cumulative 
minimum grade-point average tequired for 
graduation (i.e.. at least 95 percent of the 
cumulative minimum average for student- 
athletes entering the thud year of collegiate 
enrollment and 100 percent of the cumulative 
minimum average lor student-athletes en- 
tering the fourth and subsequent years of 
collegiate enrollment ) to be eligible tor 
competition, and to establish a waiver pto- 
ccdure related lo the application of the 
degree a nd grade-point-average require 
ments in both divisions. 

(i) Ihe Division 1 Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor the 
p roposal. 

(n) Ihe Division II Steering Committee 
lecommended that the Council not sponsor 
such legislation tor Division II and leported 
that the steering committee will request that 
the Division II subcommittee ol the Presi- 
dents Commission reconsider its support of 
this proposal in order to permit time for the 
current i ule governing continuing eligibility 
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in Division II to be studied. The steering 
committee also requested that any research 
evaluating eligibility standards include a 
study of the continuing-chgibility rule m 
Division 11 and that any such research 
include an analysis of the transfer rates of 
both transfer students from Division 1 and 
junior-college transfers who are unable to 
meet Division 1 continuing-ehgibilii v re- 
quirements. The steering committee ex- 
pressed concern regarding this and other 
legislation that places demands on the hu- 
man resources and budgets of member 
institutions.

granting date. All three steering committees 
supported the proposal, and it was the sense 
of ihe meeting that the Council sponsor the

(7) I he committee recommended that the 
Council specif v that pursuant to Bylaw 
14.3. t . 1 . 1 .6. a certifying institution shall not 
recogni/c a secondary school's normal prac 
tice of weighting pluses oi minuses within a 
grade level in the computation ol a prospec- 
tive student-athlete's core-curriculum grade- 
point average for "aeademic"(as opposed to 
honors or advanced) courses, even if it is the 
secondary school's established policy to 
award gieater or lesser quality points tor 
plus or minus grades to all students who 
complete such "academic" courses and fall 
within an established category at the sec- 
ondary school (e.g., all college-bound stu- 
dents). The Divisions I and II Steering 
Committees supported the Academic Re- 
quirements Committee's recommend at ion. 
and it was the sense of the meeting that the 
recommendation be approved 

b. Certification. T he Council heard a 
tepon of the July 30. 1991. meeting of the 
('ouncil Subcommittee on Certification. In 
its initial meeting, the subcommittee estab- 
lished a tentative timetable for completing 
its work, including a discussion ol key issues 
with interested parties invited to meet with 
the subcommittee and development ot a 
skeletal certification proposal during the 
tall, presentation of the certification concept 
to the Council and Piesidcnts Commission 
during their fall meetings, development of a 
draft interim report foi the 1992 Convention, 
and development ot a more specific legisla- 
tive proposal for initial review by the Council 
and Commission in April 1992. The Council 
received the report without taking formal 
action 

c. Division I-AAA Football. I he Council 
reviewed a series ol legislative proposals 
recommended by the ( 'ouncil Subcommittee 
to Develop a I )iv ision l-AAA Football 
Classification, including legislation to es- 
tablish a Division l-AAA f ootball classifica- 
tion; to ensure that institutions not classified 
in Division I on September 1. 1991. would 
not be eligible to petition for classification 
as a member ol Division ! with a football 
classification of Division l-AAA, to establish 
the authority for Division l-AAA football 
institutions to vote separately on lootball 
issues and to give Divisions I-A and I-AA 
members rescission authority over I-AAA 
foot ball legislation; to indicate that the 
Division l-AAA football classification does 
not affect representation on the Council. 
Executive Committee or Presidents Com 
mission; to establish that student-athletes 
participating in Division I-AAA football 
who enter a Division I institution alter 
August 1. 1993, would have to meet all 
Division 1 eligibility requirements and to 
clarify that Division I- A A A football student- 
athletes entering the institution prior to 
August 1 , 1 993, would not be subiect to 
Division I initial-eligibility legislation; to 
establish limitations on lull-time, restricted- 
earnings and undergraduate assistant 
coaches; to establish limitations on t he 
maximum number ol coaches who may be 
authorized lo recruit off campus; to establish 
limitations regarding spring practice, sched- 
uling requirements, maximum numbers of 
contests, and permissible dates on which to 
begin practice and competition, and to 
establish guidelines related lo financial aid 
awards. I he Council also considered a 
resolution proposed bv the subcommittee to 
protect the Division 1 \/\ lootball Cham- 
pionship from any reduction in the si/e ot 
the championship lor a five year period. 

(1) The Division I Steering Committee 
lecommended that the C ounol sponsor 
each of the legislative proposals set forth in 
the subcommittee's report. I he steering 
committee also recommended that the pro- 
posals be forwarded to the Presidents Com- 
mission lor discussion and possible 
sponsoi ship. 

(2) I he Divisions II and III subcommittees 
expressed support for the subcommittee's 
rec o m in e n d a 1 1 o n s . 

(3) It was the sense ol the meeting that the 
Council sponsoi each ol the leg is la t ive 
proposals submitted 

d Fnforcement and Infractions Process. 
Council members received information con- 
cerning hearings conducted July 26. 1991 . in 
Washington. D.C., bv the Special Committee 
to Review the NCAA Fnforcement and 
Infractions Process. T he special committee 
reported its tentative plan to release a report 
in the fall of 1991, T he Council received the 
report without taking formal action. 

e Kxecutive. NCAA Secretary-Treasurer 
B J Skelton reported actions taken by the 
Fxecutive Committee during its May 6 
meeting. 

( 1 ) The committee noted that prohibiting 
coaches from serving on sports committees 
is not desirable or feasible but asked that the 
NCAA Men's and Women's Committees on 
Committees be urged to consider appointing 
administrators to sports committees above 
and beyond the 25 percent required, insofar 
as feasible lor a particular sport. It was 
voted that the Council support the commit- 
tee's action in this regard. 

(2) It was voted that the Council sponsor 



legislation for the 1 992 Convention to specify 
that during the 1991-92, 1992-93 and 1993- 
94 academic years, an existing National 
Collegiate Championship shall not be can- 
celed or its transportation and per diem 
expenses eliminated due to that champion- 
ship's failure to meet the minimum percent- 
age sponsorship requirements for 
maintaining the championship; lurther. that 
upon the expiration ol the above legislation, 
the championships should be subject to the 
current regulations regarding minimum spon- 
sorship requirements and that any year(s) 
that an event tailed to meet the requirements 
during that three-year period would count 
against it. 

(3) The Council discussed actions taken 
by the Executive Committee concerning the 
Heritage Bowl. 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council amend Byl- 
aws 17.7.4 and 17.7.5 under the Council's 
authority to adopt noncontrovcrsial legisla- 
tion, as set f ot t h in NCAA Constitution 
5.3.1 11, to state that the Heritage Bowl 
shall include participation by the champions 
or (for the 1991 Heritage Bowl only) teams 
designated by the respective conferences. It 
was voted that the Council sponsor legisla- 
tion consistent with the steering committee's 
recommendation 

(b) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
legislation to implement an administrative 
reporting procedure lor the Heritage Bowl 
(and any other such special events) to require 
adherence to the regulations governing post- 
season football games.

1 Financial Aid and Amateurism. The 
committee requested that the Council ap- 
prove an extension ol the January 1 992 
deadline (set forth in 1991 Convention Pro- 
posal No. XX) tor determining whether to 
recommend legislation to provide additional 
financial aid beyond current NCAA limita- 
tions to Division I student-athletes receiving 
full grants-in-aid who have justifiable unmet 
need.

g. Implementation of 1990 C onvention 
Proposal No. 24. Ihe committee lecom- 
mended thai Divisions II and III member 
institutions that have a sport classified m 
Division 1 be subject to an October 1. 1992. 
deadline for meeting Division I graduation 
rate disclosure requirements in those Divi- 
sion 1 sports. It was voted that the commit- 
tee's recommendation be approved 

h. Infractions. T he Council reviewed rec- 
ommendations ot the Committee on Infrac- 
tions to revise enforcement policies and 
procedures set forth in Bylaw 32 It was 
noted for the record that in accordance with 
Bylaw 19.2.1.2. all Bylaw 32 revisions ap- 
proved by the Council shall be reviewed and 
approved by the membership at the next 
annual Convention. 

(1) It was voted that the Council support 
the committee's recommendation to revise 
Bylaw 32.3.X to use tape recordings to verify 
information contained in interview memo- 
randu ms. 

(2) It was voted that the Council approve 
an amendment to Bylaw 32.9. 1(e) to pro- 
hibit the division subcommittees ot the 
Council from making new findings or im- 
posing additional penalties alter an appeal 
hearing. 

(3) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
an amendment to Bylaw 10. 1 to permit the 
Committee on Inf ractions to require institu- 
tional staff members and prospective and 
enrolled student-athletes who have provided 
information in an inf ractions case to appear 
in person at an infractions heating. 

(4) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
an amendment to Bylaw 11.1.5 to clarify 
that staff members of an athletics department 
are prohibited from marketing a student- 
athlete to an agent, as well as directly to a 
professional team or organization.

i Initial-Eligibility Waivers. 1 he Council 
reviewed a report of actions taken by the 
Council Subcommittee on Imtial-Fligihility 
Waivers during its April 14, 1 99 1 . telephone 
conference. It was voted that the reported 
actions of the subcommittee be approved. 

j. Legislative Process. Council members 
heard a report of actions taken by the 
( ouncil Subcommittee to Review NCAA 
l egislative Procedures during its July 30 
meeting. 

( I ) T he subcommittee noted concerns 
related to the feasibility ol voting on broad 
statements of policy at one Convention and 
approving specific implementing legislation 
at the next The committee reported its 
intention to discuss its concerns with the 
executive director before making any specific 
recommendation 

(2) The subcommittee also considered the 
possibility of affording the Council and stall 
more flexibility both in handling requests 
for waivers of NCAA legislation and in 
correcting faulty legislation between Con- 
ventions. T he subcommittee reported that it 
did not support providing either I he staff ot 
the Council any authority to grant waivers 
bevond those specified m the legislation. 
Ihe subcommittee also noted the need lor 
the Council, it it supports the subcommittee's 
position in this regard lo emphasize that it 
will not hear appeals ot cases ihat are clearly 
answered by the legislation 

(3) It was Ihe sense oft he meeting that the 
Council accept the subcommittee's report 

k l egislative Review. 

( 1 ) The committee requested that the 
Council review the provisions ol Constitution 
5.3.2 1,1, which, indicate that propo>ed leg- 
islation that applies to rnoie than one divi- 
sion or subdivision may be voted on by al! 
affected divisions or subdivisions, and clarity 
whether legislation that is submitted for 
only one division must be made available to 
all divisions to which the rule applies It was 
voted that ihe (.'ouncil sponsor legislation to 
amend Constitution 5.3.2 1 I to slate that m 
instances in which legislation is submitted 
that affects more than one div is ion. all 
affected divisions shaP have the opportunity 
to vote on the proposal 

(2) I he Council considered loui alterna- 
tive legislative calendars, including the cur- 
rent calendar. The committee recommended 
that the current legislative calendar (with a 
July I submission deadline) be retained. It 
was voted that the committee's recommen- 
dation be approved. 

(3) The Council reviewed a series of 
recommendations related to the Associa- 
tion's legislative publications. 

(a) 1 he committee recommended that the 
Convention Program no longer contain 
legislative proposals, and that only the 
program, meeting schedules, instructions lo 
delegates, correction of errors in the Official 
Notice and other items be included m the 
piogram 

(i) It was voted that the committee's 
recommendation be approved. 

(ill It was the sense ot the meeting that, il 
feasible the Official Notice should be coil- 
bound. 

(inj h was the sense ot the meeting that 
the membership should be reminded through 
whatever means possible that the Official 
Notice should be taken to the Convention 
inasmuch as proposed legislation no longer 
will be published in the Convention Pro- 
gram 

(b) It was voted that the current proce- 
dures for dist! i but ion of publications ot 
amendments to the membership be changed 
to indicate that immediately upon publica- 
tion ot the Initial and Second Publications 
of Proposed Legislation, a summary of the 
intent statements for the proposals shall be 
published in The NCAA News (in the case 
of the Second Publication ot Proposed 
Legislation, intent statements would be 
published only for those proposals that were 
not included in the Initial Publication of 
Proposed Legislation).

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
reported its support lor the concept and 
recommended that the Council sponsor a 
resolution for the 1992 Convention m sup- 
port of a two-year pilot program that would 
incorporate proposals advanced by both the 
NABC and the Women's Basketball Coaches 
Association. 

(b) The Divisions II and 111 Steering 
Committees supported the Division I Steer- 
ing Committee's recommendation. 

(c) It was the sense ol the meeting that the 
recommendations of the Division 1 Steering 
Committee be approved. 

(2) Consistent with the provisions ot 1991 
Convention Proposal No. 25, the committee 
recommended that the Council adopi the 
concept of a "floating" recruiting calendar, 
which would permit each institution to 
designate its own 93-day recruiting calendar 
in each sport, which would he liled in the 
office of the director of athletics at the 
beginning ot the academic year; further, 
noted that all travel related to recruitment 
would be included within the 93-day period. 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council accept the 
committee's recommendation, with the ad- 
ditional provision that recruiting calendars 
be established each year beginning August I 
and ending July 3 I .

(3) The committee recommended that the 
Council sponsor legislation to amend Bylaw 
1 5.2.5.4 to make the permissible awards 
under the provisions of this legislation avail- 
able to any outstanding high-school student 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
legislation in this regard. 

(b) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported that it did not support the Recruit- 
ing Committee's recommendation. 

(c) It was moved and seconded that the 
Council submit proposed legislation consis- 
tent with the Recruiting Committee's rec- 
ommendation. (DFFFATFD for 19. 
against 19.) 

(4) The committee recommended that the 
Council amend Bylaw 11.7.4.3 to permit 
more than two basketball coaches to recruit 
off campus during the summer months. The 
Division 1 Steering Committee reported 
that it had voted not to sponsor such a 
proposal. 

(5) The committee recommended that the

(b) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported that it did not support legislation 
in this regard.

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
legislation for men and women m all sports 
with early signmgdates to prohibit prospec- 
tive student-athletes Irom receiving an offi- 
cial visit piior to the cailv signing date in a 
particular sport unless the prospect has 
achieved a qualifying standardized test score 
and a minimum 2.000 grade-point average 
in the core curriculum.

o. Special Events. The Council reviewed 
recommendations of the Special Events 
Committee and took the following actions: 

(1) Amended Bylaw 30.8.10 to preclude 
an institution that accepts an invitation to 
participate in a certified postseason game 
that did not distribute a minimum of $1 
million to each participating team in the 
immediate past bowl from purchasing more 
than one-sixth of the tickets available in the 
stadium unless the chief executive officer of 
the institution submits a written request for 
an exception to the policy from the Postsea- 
son Football Subcommittee of the Special 
Events Committee and stipulates that the 
additional tickets will be purchased at face 
value by constituents of that institution 

(2) Amended Bylaw 30.8 1 7 (d) to require 
the sponsoring agency of a postseason foot- 
ball game to sell locally at face value 50 
percent of the total tickets sold for the bowl 
game unless all tickets to the game are sold 
and the sponsoring agency is accommodat- 
ing the demands of a participating institu- 
tion. 

(3) Certified the following 18 postseason 
football games scheduled during the 1991 
92 academic year:

(6) Declined to submit legislation that 
would limit contractual agreements with 
sponsoring agencies of postseason football 
games to independent institutions, the mil- 
itary academies and a team designated the 
champion by a conference. 

(7) Declined to encourage the Presidents 
Commission to suggest that the sponsoring 
agencies of certified postseason football 
games limit contractual agreements to inde- 
pendent institutions, the military academies 
and a team designated the champion by a 
conference. 

(8) Reviewed the application of Bylaw 
l7.7.5.2-(d), which permits a conference 
championship game between division cham- 
pions of a member conference of 1 2 or more 
institutions that is divided into two divisions 
of six or more institutions each, and deter- 
mined not to sponsor legislation for the 1 992 
Convention related to this provision. 

p. Student-Athlete Advisory. 

(1) The Council considered a recommen- 
dation that the committee be expanded 
from 16 to 28 members, further, that repre- 
sentation include three Division I represen- 
tatives from each region, two Division II 
representatives from each region and two 
Division III representatives from each re- 
gion. 

(a) It was moved and seconded that the 
Council sponsor legislation consistent with 
the committee's recommendation. (DK- 
I I ATHD for 23, against 20 two-thirds 
majority required.) 

(b) It was moved and seconded that the 
Council sponsor legislation to expand the 
committee to 22 members, with the addi- 
tional members serving as at-large represen- 
tatives. 

(i) The motion was amended to sponsor 
legislation to expand the committee to 20 
members, including two at-large representa- 
tives from Division I and one at-large repre- 
sentative each from Divisions II and III. 

(ii) It was moved and seconded that the 
motion be amended to support expansion to 
20 members in the first year, with expansion 
to 28 members in the second year, contingent 
upon a study of budgetary implications 
during the second year. (DF.FI-ATF.D 
show of hands.) 

(in) It was voted that consideration of the 
amended motion be postponed pending 



discussion in steering committees. 

I Note: The following actions occurred 
later in the meeting but are included here for 
convenience of reference.) 

(iv) The division steering committees re- 
ported the following actions: 

(aa) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
legislation for the 1992 Convention consis- 
tent with the Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee's initial recommendation, except 
that the proposal would carry an August I , 
1993, effective date; further, that if funding 
presents a problem at that time, alternatives 
(e.g., limiting committee members' attend- 
ance at the Convention) be identified to 
permit the committee's expansion 

(bb) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the committee be in- 
formed of the Council's support in principle 
for an increase in the size of the committee 
but that the Council not sponsor legislation 
in this regard for the 1992 Convention; 
further, that the Council recommend that 
this increase be a priority in budgeting for 
the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

(cc) The Division III Steering Committee 
supported the recommendation of the Divi- 
sion I Steering Committee. 

(v) Council members received information 
that the 1991-92 NCAA budget includes 
funds for the committee's expansion. 

(vi) It was voted that the Council sponsor 
legislation consistent with the committee's 
recommendation; further, that the proposal 
carry an immediate effective dale. 

(Note: During its August II, 1991, tele- 
phone conference, the Administrative Com- 
mittee reconsidered the Council's action in 
this regard, noting that the 1991-92 budget 
does not include moneys for such expansion, 
and modified the proposed legislation's 
effective date to 1993.) 

(2) The committee recommended that the 
Council sponsor legislation to permit an 
additional two-year term of service for 
committee members, subject to each 
member's willingness to serve and approval 
by the committee chair. 

(a) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor legislation 
consistent with the committee's recommen- 
dation. 

(b) It was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council sponsor such legislation. 

(3) The committee recommended that the 
Council Subcommittee to Review the NCAA 
Official Information and Sports Sponsorship 
Form consider including a space on the 
form lor identification of an institutional 
student-athlete representative. It was the 
sense of the meeting that the matter be 
referred to the Council subcommittee con- 
sistent with the committee's recommenda- 
tion. 

q. Women's Athletics. 

( 1 ) The committee recommended that the 
Council request the Presidents Commission 
to encourage each member institution to 
designate a senior woman administrator. All 
three steering committees reported their 
support, and it was the sense of the meeting 
that the committees recommendation be 
approved. 

(2) The committee recommended that the 
Council formally endorse and recognize 
"National Girls and Women in Sport Day," 
as proclaimed by the president of the United 
States and sponsored by the Women's Sports 
Foundation, and encourage NCAA member 
institutions to participate. All three steering 
committees expressed support and it was 
the sense of the meeting that the committee's 
recommendation be approved. 

4. NCAA Presidents Commission. Chan- 
cellor Turner reported actions taken by the 
Presidents Commission in its June 25 26, 
1991, meeting, including its commitment to 
sponsor, with some modifications, proposed 
legislation developed by the Academic Re- 
quirements Committee to strengthen acade- 
mic standards, in terms of both initial and 
continuing athletics eligibility. Chancellor 
Turner also noted the Commission's spon- 
sorship of proposed legislation to require 
coaches to receive annually prior written 
approval from the institution's chief execu- 
tive officer for all athletically related income 
and benefits the coach is to receive from 
sources outside the institution. 1 he Council 
received the report without taking formal 
action. 

5. Miscellaneous. 

a The Council received a quarterly report 
of the Association's governmental affairs. 
(Note: A summary of the report appeared in 
the July 31. 1991, issue of The NCAA 
News.) NCAA Executive Director Richard 
D Schult/ offered comments concerning a 
variety of hearings on intercollegiate athletics 
being conducted in the near future by various 
Congressional agencies. Schuhz noted spe- 
cifically hearings being held this summer by 
the House Subcommittee on Commerce, 
Consumer Protection and Competitiveness 
related to the academic performance of 
student-athletes, recommendations con- 
tained in the report of the Knight Foundation 
Commission on Intercollegiate Athletics, 
and alleged due process shortcomings of the 
NCAA's enforcement program. Schultzalso 



noted that Congressman lorn McMillen, a 
member of the House subcommittee and 
also a member of the Knight Commission, 
has introduced omnibus legislation dealing 
with a variety of proposed reforms in inter- 
collegiate athletics. The Council received 
the report without taking formal action. 

b. The Council discussed appropriate 
means by which division vice-presidents are 
selected. It was the sense of the meeting that 
consideration of this issue be postponed 
pending discussion in steering committees. 

(Note: The following actions occurred 
later in the meeting but are included here for 
convenience of reference.) 

(1) The division steering committees re- 
ported the following actions: 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Nominating Com- 
mittee continue to nominate division vice- 
presidents for the membership's considera- 
tion, but that each steering committee com- 
municate its preference to the Nominating 
Committee; further, that steering committees 
determine their preferences by means of a 
nominating and selection process conducted 
by mail, open to all current steering commit- 
tee members 

(b) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its intention to consider future 
legislation that would vest authority in the 
steering committees to present vice-presi- 
dential nominees directly to the Convention. 

(c) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported that it would determine its prefer- 
ence for division vice-president by means of 
a secret mail ballot 

(2) It was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council should consider establishing a stand- 
ardized process by which to advise the 
Nominating Committee as to steering com- 
mittees' nominations for division vice-presi- 
dents, and Sweet directed that the topic be 
placed on a future Council agenda. 

6. Administrative Committee Report on 
Interim Actions and Other Matters. I he 
Council reviewed the record of five telephone 
conferences conducted by the Administrative 
Committee since the previous meeting of the 
Council, noting those decisions reached on 
behalf of the Council by the committee and 
the executive director. 

a. With regard to Minute No. l-c of 
Conference No. 9, the Division III Steering 
Committee reported its preference for con- 
ducting the Council's summer meetings at 
resort locations when possible. 

b. The Council reviewed circumstances 
under which NCAA coaches are permitted 
to attend 1991 National Football League 
training camps as part of the NFL Minority 
Coaches Fellowship Program, including 
concerns related to coaches' compensation 
for their participation in the program. 

(1) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Administrative Com- 
mittee discuss the details of this program 
with the NFL in order to resolve matters in 
a manner satisfactory both to the NCAA 
and the NFL; further, that the Administrative 
Committee report its findings to the Council 
in October. 

(2) The Division III Steering Committee 
recommended that the Minority Opportu- 
nities and Interests Committee be encour- 
aged to continue to cooperate with the NFL 
to resolve problems associated with coaches' 
participation in the program in a manner 
consistent with NCAA legislation. The steer- 
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ing committee also recommended that the 
Minority Opportunities and Interests Com- 
mittee be encouraged to actively involve 
coaches of Division III member institutions 
in this program. 

c. It was the sense of the meeting that the 
actions of the Administrative Committee in 
all five telephone conferences be approved, 
noting the additional actions taken by the 
division steering committees. 

7. Membership. 

a The quarterly report of NCAA mem- 
bership was reviewed for the record. It 
reflected 825 active member institutions as 
of July 15, 1991 (down two from the April 
report), and 1,035 members in all categories 
as of that date (up one from April). 

b. It was voted that Oral Roberts Univer- 
sity, Tulsa, Oklahoma, and Pillsbury College, 
Owatonna, Minnesota, be elected to corres- 
ponding membership 

c. The Division 1 Steering Committee 
reported the following actions: 

(1) Denied a request submitted by North- 
eastern I llinois University for a waiver of the 
sports-sponsorship minimum criteria per 
Bylaw 20.9.3.3.7.1. 

(2) Approved a request submitted by R ice 
University for a waiver of the sports-spon- 
sorship minimum criteria per Bylaw 
20.9.3.3.7.1. 

d. The Division II Steering Committee 
reported the following actions 

(1) Approved applications for conference 
membership submitted by the Peach Belt 
Athletic Conference, Augusta, Georgia, and 
the South Atlantic Conference, Charlotte. 
North Carolina. 

(2) Approved the separate classification 
for women for the U.S. Air Force Academy 
per Bylaw 20.1.1.1. 

(3) Denied a request submitted by the 
University of North Florida, Jacksonville, 
Florida, for a waiver of the three-season 
requirement per Constitution 3.2.4.9.5. 

(4) Approved a geographical waiver per 
Bylaw 20 1 0 4 4 for Winona State University, 
with the understanding that the institution 
shall be in compliance with Division II 
football scheduling requirements no later 
than April 1993, further, that the institution 
shall be in compliance with Division II 
basketball scheduling requirements no later 
than April 1992. 

c. The Division III Steering Committee 
reported the following actions: 

(1) Approved an application for confer- 
ence membership submitted by the Capital 
Athletic Conference, Arlington, Virginia. 

(2) Approved applications for active mem- 
bership submitted by Bard College, Annan- 
dale-on-Hudson, New York, and Rosemont 
College, Rosemont, Pennsylvania. 

(3) Approved a waiver of the minimum 
number of contests in the sport of Softball 
per Bylaw 20.1 1.3.2.7.1 for the State Univer- 
sity of New York Institute of Technology, 
Utica/ Rome. 

(4) Approved a request submitted by 
Polytechnic University (New York) to desig- 
nate women's judo as a non-NCAA sport 
for sports sponsorship purposes per Bylaw 
20 1 13 1.1, but denied a request submitted 
by the same institution for a waiver of the 
two-team sport requirement for women. 

(5) Denied a request submitted by Gwy- 
nedd-Mercy College for a waiver of the 
four-sport requirement per Constitution 
3 2.4.9.4 but encouraged the institution to 
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resubmit its request with additional mtor- 
mation regarding the institution's plans for 
compliance in the future. 

8. NCAA Conventions. 

a. The Council reviewed a compilation of 
proposed legislation for the 1992 annual 
Convention that had been submitted by 
member institutions and conferences in 
accordance with the July 1 deadline. 

( 1 ) The Council considered a proposal to 
amend Constitution 4. I.I.I and 4.5.1 to 
revise the Division I composition of the 
Council and Presidents Commission to en- 
sure that all men's basketball-playing con- 
ferences are represented on either the 
Council or the Commission. 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council oppose the 
proposal. 

(b) It was voted that the Council oppose 
the proposed legislation. 

(2) The Council considered a proposal to 
amend Constitution 4.1.1.1 and 4 5 11 to 
revise the Division I composition of the 
Council and Presidents Commission based 
upon representation of the subdivisions of 
Division I 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council oppose the 
proposal. 

(b) It was voted that the Council oppose 
the proposed legislation. 

(3) The Council considered a proposal to 
amend Constitution 5 3 to revise the Associ- 
ation's legislative calendar by establishing 
new submission and publication dates for 
legislative proposals. 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council oppose the 
proposal. 

(b) It was voted that the Council oppose 
the proposed legislation. 

(4) The Division I Steering Committee 
reported that it had voted not to sponsor 
proposed legislation to amend Bylaws 1 1 .02 
and 1 17 2 to establish a coaching limitation 
in Division I-A football of one head coach, 
nine assistant coaches and two graduate 
assistant coaches 

(5) The Division I Steering Committee 
reported that it had voted not to support a 
proposal to amend Bylaw 11.7.4 to permit 
Division I institutions in sports other than 
football to reapportion one assistant coach- 
ing position into two restricted-earnings 
positions and to specify that such coaches 
are subject to specific compensation and 
recruiting limitations similar to those appli- 
cable to restricted-earnings coaches 

(6) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its consideration of proposed legis- 
lation to amend Bylaw 13.1.2.4 to preclude 
telephone contact in Divisions 1-A, I-AA 
and II football with a prospective student- 
athlete prior to August 1 5 following comple- 
tion of the prospect's junior year in high 
school, to limit telephone contact to once 
per week from August 1 5 through November 
30, to permit telephone contacts at a member 
institution's discretion between December I 
and February 15; to preclude additional 
telephone contact from February 16 through 
August 14 of the prospect's senior year, and 
to preclude Divisions I A, l-AA and II 
athletics department staff members from 
accepting collect and toll-free calls from 
prospects. The steering committee reported 
its opposition to such a proposal and af-

(X) The Division U Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bvlaw I VI 2.4 to permit athletics 
department stall members to make one 
telephone call per day to prospects (or the 
prospect's parents or legal guardians) during 
the 72 hours following X a.m. on the initial 
dates for the fall, midyear junior college 
transfer and spring sigmngs of the National 
Letter of Intent. 

(9) The Division 11 Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to proposed legisla- 
tion to amend Bylaw 13.1.2.4 to eliminate 
the use of toll-free ( l-XOO) telephone numbers 
from the recruiting process. 

(10) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its consideration of proposed legis- 
lation to amend Bylaw 13.1.4 to limit an 
institution to three visits to the prospect's 
educational institution during the contact 
period and to eliminate the single-visit tour- 
nament exception in the sport of football. 
The steering committee reported its intention 
to request that the proposal's sponsors 
submit this legislation for Division I only. 

(J I) The Division N Steering Committee 
reported its consideration of a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 1 3. 1 .6 to define the period for 
counting the four permissible evaluations in 
the sport of football from May 1 of the 
prospect's junior year in high school through 
the prospect's senior year, or until he has 
signed a National Letter of Intent, whichever 
occurs earlier. 1 he steering committee re- 
ported its intention to request that the 
proposal's sponsors submit the proposal for 
Division I only. 

{ 1 2) The Council considered a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 14.2.5 to exclude scrimmages 
and exhibition contests in the calculation of 
both the number of events in which a stu- 
dent-athlete has participated and the number 
of the institution's completed events in the 
administration of the hardship waiver. 

(a) The Divisions I and II Steering Com- 
mittees reported their intentions not to 
support the proposal. 

(b) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported its support for the proposal but did 
no) lequest Council achon, 

(13) The Division 111 Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 14.2.5 to permit student- 
athletes in Division III to qualify for an 
injury-hardship waiver if the injury or illness 
occurs when the student-athlete has not 
participated in more than four events or 40 
percent of the institution's completed events. 

(14) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its consideration of proposed legis- 
lation to amend Bylaw 14.3.1.1 to change 
the academic requirements for initial eligi- 
bility by utilizing a sliding scale based on 
standardized test scores, numbers of core 
courses completed and core-curriculum 
grade-point averages. I he steering commit- 
tee reported its intention to request that the 
proposal's sponsors present this legislation 
lor Division 1 only. 

(13) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its consideration of a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 14 5 to increase from 24 to 27 
the minimum number of academic credits a 
student-athlete must earn each year after the 
first academic year in residence for purposes 
of fulfilling satisfactory-pi ogress require- 
ments, to amend thc"midterm"certification 
option after the freshman year to require a 
student-athlete to earn at least 14 hours per 
term or 27 semester or 40 quarter hours 
during the institution's preceding fvvo se- 
mesters or three quarters, and to establish a 
prorated satisfactory-progress waiver for 
institutions that require fewer than 120 
semester or 180 quarter hours for graduation. 
The steering committee reported its intention 
to request that the sponsors of this proposal 
submit the legislation lor Division I only.

X. 1 .2 to elim- 
inate restrict ions on outside competition 
during the academic year following the 
conclusion of the playing season. 

(19) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 



amend Bvlaw 14. X.LI to permit studenl- 
athlcies from institutions that do not sponsor 
a nontiaditional segment m their sports to 
compete in noncollegiate outside competition 
during the academic year. 

(20) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition lo a proposal lo 
amend Hylaws 15.01.5. 15. 3. 1 and 16 3.1 to 
require member institutions to provide full- 
tuiiiori awards lo former student-athletes 
who have received full athletics grants-m- 
aid and who have exhausted eligibility for 
athletics aid. and to specify that such grants 
be provided until the student-athletes have 
completed their degree requirements for 
graduation or are dismissed for academic or 
disciplinary reasons. 

(21) T he Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to proposed legisla- 
tion to amend Bylaws 15.02 and 15.5.3.3 to 
define**athletics financial aid" and to specify 
that equivalency computations for counters 
shall be based only upon "athletics financial 
aid." 

(22) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bylaws 15 02.3.3 and 15.02.5 to 
exclude honorary academic awards and 
research grants from the determination of 
the permissible amounl of a full grant-in-aid 
or cost of attendance for a student-athlete. 

(23) The Council considered a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 15. 2 7. 1. 2 to permit athletically 
related financial aid to be awarded to in- 
coming freshman student-athletes to attend 
an institution's summer term, summer school 
or summer orientation period, provided the 
aid is granted in proportion to the amounl 
of athletically related financial aid the stu- 
dents will receive during the succeeding 
academic year and the recipients become 
counters during the succeeding academic- 
year. 

(a) The Division I Steering Committee 
reported its intention not lo support the 
proposal. 

(b) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to the proposal. 

(24) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to proposed legisla- 
tion lo amend Bylaw 17.02.1.1 to eliminate 
"captain's practices' 1 as countable athletically 
related activity in Division III. 

(25) J he Division III Steering Committee 
reported its support of a proposal to amend 
Bylaw ! 7.02. 1.2.2 to permit a coach in 
Division III to be present at voluntary 
individual workouts in the institution's fa- 
cility in the sports of fencing, rifle, skiing, 
track and f ield (f ield events), and water polo 
without such workouts being considered as 
countable athletically related activities. 

(26) The Council considered proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 1 7.2.4, 1 lo permit 
Division III institutions in the sport of 
baseball to compete in 50 contests during 
the academic year with no more than 40 to 
occur during the traditional segment. 

(a) The Division III Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council oppose the 
proposal. 

(b) It was voted that the Council oppose 
the proposed legislation. 

(27) I he Council considered a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 17.6.4 to permit member 
institutions in all divisions in the sport of 
field hockey to engage in 20 contests during 
the traditional segment and five dates of 
competition during the nontiaditional seg- 
ment. 

(a) The Divisions II and III Steering 
Committees reported their opposition to the 
proposal. 

(b) It was voted that the Council oppose 
the proposed legislation. 

(28) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 17.7.5. 1 to permit Division III 
institutions lo play 11 countable football 
contests but not more than 10 games (i.e., to 
permit one scrimmage). 

(29) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 17.14.2.2.1 to permit Divisions 
I and II member institutions to begin com- 
petition in the sport of soccer during the 
traditional segment on September J (or the 
preceding Friday if September I tails on a 
Saturday or Sunday). 

(30) The Divisions II and III Steering 
Committees reported their opposition lo a 
proposal lo amend Bylaw 17.14.4.1.1 to 
permit member institutions an opportunity 
to participate in three soccer scrimmages 
during the preseason practice period prior 
to the first scheduled contest. 

(31) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported its opposition to a proposal to 
amend Bylaw 17. 17.4.1 to reduce I he dates 
of competition in Division III in the sport of 
tennis from 22 to 20 and to increase the 
number of permissible tournaments from 
three to four. 

(32) The Division III Steering Committee 
reported its support for proposed legislation 
to amend Bylaw 17.19.6.1 to reduce from 22 
to 20 the maximum number of dates of 
competition in Division 111 women's volley- 
ball during the traditional segment. 

(33) The Council considered proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 20.4. 1. 1 to permit 
a member of Division I to petition to be 



classified in Division II or III in the sport of 
football but not allow such an institution lo 
compete for the Division II or III Football 
Championship. 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that I he Council oppose the 
proposed legislation. 

(b) It was voted thai the Council oppose 
the proposal. 

(34) The Council considered proposed 
legislation lo amend Bylaw 21.3 to establish 
a compliance committee to address various 
compliance-related issues and initiatives. 

(a) The Divisions II and 111 Steering 
Committees reported their opposition to 
such a proposal. 

(b) It was moved and seconded that the 
Council oppose the proposal. 1 1 >f - 
I L A I I D for 20. against 16 two-thirds 
majority required.) 

(35) I he Divisions II and 111 Steering 
Committees expressed their opposition to a 
proposal to amend Bvlaw 21.3.14.1 to add 
one Division I member to the Interpretations 
Committee and to specify that at least one 
Division I member of the committee shall be 
an individual with primary responsibilities 
in the area of compliance at a member 
institution or member conference. 

(36) The Divisions H and III Steering 
Committees reported their opposition to 
proposed legislation to amend Bylaw 21.4 to 
establish a Women's Volleyball Rules Com- 
mittee. 

(37) The Divisions II and ill Steering 
Committees reported their support for a 
proposal to amend Bylaw 31. 1.4.4 to permit 
championship competition to begin prior to 
noon on Sunday if the host institution is 
selected to conduct two NCAA champion- 
ship contests at the same outdoor facility 
and darkness is a primary concern. A motion 
that the Council sponsor the proposal was 
withdrawn. 

(38) The Division II Steering Committee 
reported ils opposition to a proposed reso- 
lution that the Council appoint a Special 
Committee to Streamline NCAA Paperwork 
to review recommendations to streamline 
the paperwork required of member institu- 
tions and to develop recommendations in 
this regard for Council consideration and 
possible sponsorship for the 1993 Conven- 
tion.

<c) It was noted for the lecord that il was 
(he desire of the Legislative Review Com- 
mittee that the pjoposal be withdrawn, and 
it was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council withdraw the proposal at the com- 
mittee's request 

(6) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsoi a proposal 
to amend Constitution 5.3.2.1 to specify 
that an amendment sponsored by a confer- 
ence must be countersigned by the chair of 
the conference's official presidential admin- 
istrative group or at least two chief executive 
officers of the conference's member institu- 
tions if the conference has no presidential 
administrative group. It was the sense of the 
meeting that the Council sponsor the pro- 
posal. 

(7) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Constitution 5.3.4 lo

was the sense of the meeting thai the Council

(20) [he Division Ml Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
proposed legislation to amend Bylaw 
14.(1,5,3.2 to permit student-athletes transfer- 
ring to a Division 111 institution to use the 
exchange-student exception to the Iransfcr- 
rcsidencc requirement, provided a formal 
exchange program exists between the two 
involved member institutions. It was voted 
that the Council sponsor the proposal 

(21) I he Council considered proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 1 5.2.7. 12 to 
pet mil member institutions to provide 
summer financial aid to incoming sludcnl- 
athletes from athletically related sources, 
provided the student -athletes qualify for 
such financial aid on the same basis as othei 
students generally. 

(a) Ihe Division I Steering Committee 
reported its action not to sponsor the pro- 
posal, 

(b) Ihe Division II Steering, Committee 
reported its sponsorship of the proposed 
legislation. 

(22) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 15.3.4.1 to permit 
the immediate cancellation of institutional 
financial aid when a student-athlete volun- 
tarily withdraws from a sport prior to the 
institution's first competition in that sport. 
It was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council sponsor the proposal. 

(23) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
proposed legislation lo amend Bylaw 
16.5.2.2 to preclude Division I member 
institutions from housing student-athletes 
in athletics blocks in privately owned dormi- 
tories or apartment complexes. It was voted 
that the Council sponsor the proposal. 

(24) The Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor a 
proposal to amend Bylaw 17.7.4 to specify 
that the Heritage Bowl shall be conducted 
no earlier than one week after the conclusion 
of the Division l-AA Football Champion- 
ship. It was voted that the Council sponsor 
the proposal. 

(25 ) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaws 18.2.3, IK. 3, 3 
and 21.6.20 to establish Division II cham- 
pionships in the sports of women's field 
hockey, men's ice hockey and men's lacrosse, 
and to transform the Division III Men's Ice 
Hockey Committee into the Divisions II 
and MI Men's Ice Hockey Committee to 
facilitate the administration of the Division 
II Men's Ice Hockey Championship. It was 
the sense of the meeting that the Council 
sponsor the proposal. 

(26) I he Division 1 Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council sponsor 
proposed legislation to amend Bylaw 
20.9.1.2. 1 to permit a Division I member 
institution to count only unearned, nonre- 
payable financial aid awarded and adminis- 
tered by the member institution (including 
the athletics department) and based on 
athletics ability for purposes of meeting the 
minimum financial aid criteria. It was voted 
thai the Council sponsor the proposed legis- 
lation. 

(27) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 21 ,6.4 lo increase 
from six to eight the size of the Division III 
Baseball Committee, and it was ihe sense of 
the meeting that the Council sponsor the 
proposal. 

(28) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 21.6.10 to in- 
crease from six to eight the si/.e of the 
Division III Women's Basketball Committee, 
and it was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council sponsor the proposal. 

(29) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation to amend Bylaw 21.6.22 to in- 
crease from 1 2 to 16 the si/e of the Men's 
Soccer Committee, and it was the sense of 
the meeting that the Council sponsor the 
proposal. 

(Note: Subsequently, the Administrative 
Committee withdrew Council sponsorship 
of the legislation specified in (27), (28) and 
(29) above inasmuch as funds for committee 
expansion were not included in the 1991-92 
budget.) 

c. The Council reviewed a compilation of 
proposed amendments to the Association's 
administrative regulations, on which the 
Council is authorized to act in the interim 
between NCAA Conventions. It was noted 
that all amendments to Bylaw 30 approved 
by the Council will be published in Ihe 
NCAA News. 

( 1 ) It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaws 30.9.1 and 30.9.3 to extend the 
summer evaluation period in Divisions 1 
and II men's basketball through August 4 
during 1991 only. 

(2) It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw 30.9.2 to revise the November evalu- 
ation period m the stale of Montana m 
Division I women's basketball to November 
18 through December 8. 

(3) It was voted that the Council amend 



Bylaw 30,13 to permit a student-athlete to 
participate in the closest summer basketball 
league il a league docs not exist within 100 
an miles of the student's ollicial residence. 

d. Council members reviewed a eompila 
lion of noiieonlroversial legislative proposals 
per Constitution 4. 1.3 (f). Il was noted for 
the record that proposals thai receive the 
support ol a three-fourths majority of the 
Council present and voting shall be effected 
immediately, published in I he NCAA News 
and submitted bv the Council as legislation 
for action at the 1992 annual Convention. 
Proposals that the Council adopted in its 
April meeting were included in the eompila 
lion bul are not reflected in these minutes 
unless additional action was taken. 

(1) Il was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw I 3.7. 1 .2.3 In permit a Division 1 or II 
member institution to provide an expense- 
paid visit to a sludent-at hlete who has 
presented the institution with a score f rom a 
PAC 1 Plus test taken on a national-testing 
dale under national-testing conditions, 

(2) It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw 15.2.7.1,1 to specify that the restric- 
tions on proportionality foi summer finan- 
cial aid do not apply to a student-athlete 
who lias exhausted eligibility, provided the 
student-athlete is enrolled in a summer 
program of studies that will permit the 
student-athlete to complete his or her degree 
req uuements. 

(3) It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw 16.K. 1 ,2. 1 . 1 to specif y that the limita- 
tion on travel expenses prior to and following 
athletics events does not apply to regular- 
season competition that takes place during 
the institution's summer vacation period 
and to regular-season competition that takes 
place m one or more foreign countries on 
one trip during the playing season and is 
limited to riot more than once every four 
years 

(4) It was voted that the Council amend 
Bylaw 17 7.6 to exempt days on which a 
Division I or II institution is closed due to 
inclement weather from counting toward 
the maximum number of days permissible 
for spring football practice 

9. Interpretations. 

a. The Council reviewed the minutes ol

6 through 10. Certain of t he following 
actions were taken by the division steering 
committees or by the Council after review 
by those committees. 

(1) 1 he Interpretations Committee rec- 
ommended that the Council, in accordance 
with Bylaw 5.3.1.1. 1, amend Bylaw 17.1.5.3.5 
to indicate that the daily and weekly hour 
limitations set forth in that legislation would 
not be applicable to countable athletically 
related activities that occur during an insti- 
tution's official vacation period, as indicated 
in the institution's official catalog (Confer 
encc No. 6, Minute No. 4-c.) 

(a) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council amend NCAA 
legislation consistent with the Interpretations 
Committee's recommendation 

(b) It was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council amend Bylaw 1 7. 1 ,5. 3.5 accordingly 

(2) The Council reviewed an interpretation 
that a member institution may not provide 
surgical expenses to a partial qualifier or 
nonquahfier who is in|ured during the first 
academic year in residence while participat- 
ing in voluntary weight-training or condi- 
tioning activities. The Interpretations 
Committee recommended that the Council 
consider sponsoring legislation to allow 
member institutions to provide surgical 
expenses to student-athletes who are injured 
during the academic year while participating 
in voluntary physical activities that would 
prepare the student-athlete for competition. 
(Conference No. 6. Minute No. 5.) 

(a) All three steering committees recom- 
mended that the Council sponsor proposed 
legislation consistent with the Interpretations 
Committee's recommendation. 

(b) It was the sense of the meeting that the 
Council sponsor proposed legislation in this 
regard 

(3) The Council reviewed an interpretation 
that member institutions may use the provi- 
sions ol Bylaw 20.4. 1 .5 to classify any sport 
m Division 1 in which the only NCAA 
championships opportunity is the National 
Collegiate Championship. The Interpreta- 
tions Committee recommended that the 
Council review this interpretation to deter- 
mine whether the intent of 1991 Convention 
Proposal No. 52 is consistent with the 
language of Bylaw 20.4.1.5. (Conference 
No 7. Minute No. 3.) 

(a) I he Division I Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council use its au- 
thority set forth in Constitution 5.4. 1.1.1 to 
amend Bylaw 20.4.1.5 to clarify that an 
institution is permitted to take advantage of 
the provisions of this legislation in a single 
sport only. The Divisions II and Ml Steering 
Committees supported this recommenda- 
tion. 

(b) it was the sense ol the meeting that the 
Council amend Bylaw 20 4.1.5 consistent 
with the steering committee's recommenda- 
tion. 

(4) I he ( ouncil reviewed an interpretation 
of the provisions of Bylaw 13.4. 1. 11 that it 



would not be permissible for an institution 
to produce separate videotapes for each 
sport that include generic int inductions 
followed b\ three minutes related only to 
that sport It was noted for the record thai 
the Interpretations Committee's decision in 
this regard was reversed by earlier Council 
action related to recommendations of the 
Special Subcommittee lo Review 1991 Re- 
form Proposals (Conference No 8, Minute 
No. 6.) 

(5) I he Council reviewed an interpretation 
related to Bylaw 17.19.9.2 that limitation 1 ; 
on the number of student-athletes who may 
practice or compete out of season on an 
outside team in Division I would not be 
applicable to student-athletes participating 
in a private camp outside of the institution's 
season. I he Interpretations Committee rec- 
ommended that the Council review the issue 
of a student-athlete's employment and par- 
ticipation in a private camp outside of the 
institution s season to determine if it wishes 
to place limitations on the number of stu- 
dent-athletes in each sport who may be 
employed or participate in the earnp. It was 
voted that the limitations on the number of 
student-athletes with eligibility remaining 
who may practice or compete out of season 
on outside teams does not pertain to summer 
camps. 

(6) The Interpretations Committee rec- 
ommended that the Council reverse a pre- 
vious interpretation ol Bylaws 12.5 2.1 and 
12 5.2.2 to indicate that it would not be 
permissible for a commercial company to 
use f he names of student-athletes with eligi- 
bility remaining in a computerized simulated 
sports game. (Conference No. 9, Minute 
No. 2.) 

(a) Ihe Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council reverse the 
previous interpretation. 

(b) It was voted that the Council reverse 
the interpretation consistent with the rec- 
ommendation of the Interpretations Com- 
mittee and the Division II Steering 
Committee. 

(7) Ihe Interpretations Committee re- 
commended that the Council review the 
issue of daily and weekly hour limitations 
during (he playing season subsequent to the 
conclusion of the academic year in regard to 
a potential competitive advantage gained by 
an institution whose academic year is com- 
pleted prior lo the conclusion of the sport 
season. (Conference No. 10, Minute No. 4.) 
At the recommendation of the Divisions II 
and III Steering Committees, the Council 
took no formal action in this regard. 

(8) The Council considered a situation in 
which a student-athlete attended a junior 
college on a full-time basis prior to obtaining 
a test score necessary to fulfill the Associa- 
tion's initial-eligibility requirements hut 
achieved the minimum test-score require- 
ments on a nonstandard test during the 
individual's second academic year at the 
college Ihe student-athlete subsequently 
transferred to a Division I institution and 
the institution improperly certified the stu- 
dent-athlete's eligibility. Prior to fulfilling 
an academic year m residence at the Division 
I institution, the institution dropped the 
sports program and the student-athlete trans- 
ferred to a second Division 1 institution, 
during which time it became apparent that 
the individual was not a qualifier upon 
enrollment in the two-year college and 
should not have participated in intercollegi- 
ate competition at the first Division I insti- 
tution. Ihe Interpretations Committee 
recommended that the Council consider 
whether the provisions of Bylaw 14.9. 1 2 (b) 
would be applicable to permit a student- 
athlete to participate at the second Division 
I institution without fulfilling a one-year 
residence requirement at that institution. 
(Conference No. 10, Minute No. 6.) 

(a) The Division II Steering Committee 
recommended that the Council not review 
the matter, inasmuch as the Council did not 
have all information related to the case at 
hand and. to the extent that new information 
exists, it should be reviewed by the Interpre- 
tations Committee. 

(b) It was voted that the Council's author- 
ity established under the provisions of Bylaw 
1 4.9. 1 2 (b) would extend to a considerat ion 
of the specific circumstances set forth in this 
case, further, that consideration of the spe- 
cific case in question he referred to the 
Administrative Committee for a full review 
of the relevant (acts. 

(9) It was voted that the minutes of 1991 
Interpretations Committee Conference Nos. 
6 through 10 be approved as amended by t In- 
spect! ic actions of the Council and the 
division steering committees 

b. The Council considered whether an 
institution's development office that func- 
tions both for athletics and for institutional 
development in general would be subject to 
the one-color limitation on slalioncrv set 
forth in Bylaw 13.4.1-(i). It was (he sense of 
the meeting that this matter be referred to 
the Interpretations Committee. 

c. The Council reviewed action taken b\ 
the Interpretations Committee in its July 1 I . 
1991, telephone conference related to the 
provisions of Bylaws 16.7. 1 _ 1 and 16.8. 1 .2, 1 . 
in which the committee determined that it 



does not have the aut hoi it v lo grant an 
extension of the 4K-hour depart mo hmitalion 
prior to an institution's contest, Ihe com- 
mittee iL-eommcndcd that the Council use 
the provisions of Constitution 5 3 I.I.I to 
permit institutions to receive an exception 
to the 48-hour departure limitation (o par- 
ticipate m the National l-ootbal! I oundation 
Mall ol lame benelil game or the American 
f ootball Coaches Retiiemenl Trust benefit 
game, provided any departute pi km to 48 
hours before the event does not result in any 
missed classes It was voted that the ( ouncil 
sponsor legislation for the 1 992 ( 'on vent ion 
consistent with the Interpretations Commit- 
tee's recommendation 

d I he Division I Steering Com mi I tee 
reported thai il reviewed, at the request of 
the University of Mississippi, an April 23. 
1987. interpretation regarding the applica- 
tion ol I9K7 Convention Proposal No. 63. 
I he steering committee determined that the 
interpretation should be revised lo slate that 
a student-alhlele who graduated in 1986 and 
who attended a college-preparatory school 
between the student's high-school and colle- 
giate attendance should be able to take 
advantage ol the legislation in place at the 
time of the st udent's high-school graduation. 

e. I he ( 'ouncil considered an appeal 
submitted by Portland Slate University 
related to a decision of the Interpretations 
Committee that the authority to grant a 
waiver under Bylaw 20.9.5.4.1.1 would be 
available only if the institution could show 
written correspondence dated prior lo the 
publication date of the Official Notice of 
1991 Convention legislation lo indicate that 
a contest had been scheduled. Il was noted 
for the record that, as a result of actions at 
the 1991 Convention, Portland Stale was 
automatically transferred from Division I lo 
Division II membership in the sport of 
women's basketball effective September 1. 
1991 It was voted that the specific circum- 
stances of l his case could be considered 
"contractual problems" of (fie type contem- 
plated in this waiver provision and thai the 
institution's appeal be granted. 

f. As requested in relation to an interpre- 
tive matlei considered during its April meet- 
ing, ihe Council reviewed sample forms 
developed bv the national oil ice to monitor 
student-athlete's time demands. It was the 
sense of the meeting that the availability of 
these materials be publicized in I he NCAA 
News. 

10. Reports of Division Steering C ommit- 
tees. Division 111 Vice-President Rocco J. 
Car/o reported ihe following additional 
actions of the Division Ml Steering Commit- 
tee: 

a. I he committee approved (wo awards of 
circumstance for Olivet College. 

b. It reviewed a number of alternative 
proposals related to Division 1 1 1 playing 
and practice seasons and requested that 
legislation be drafted in this icgard foi 
review by the Administrative Committee.

I. Introduction. 

I his case originated when the NCAA 
enforcement staff received an anonymous 
letter that questioned whether the univer- 
sity was violating NCAA legislation in the 
operation of a summer football camp. 
After several interviews were conducted, 
the assistant executive director for en- 
forcement concluded that sufficient infor- 
mation had been collected to issue an 
official inquiry to the university April 8. 
1991. This official inquiry alleged viola- 
tions of three different types: (a) violations 
of recruiting rules, primarily related to 
impermissible recruiting contacts and the 
arrangement ol credit for an airline ticket 
for a prospect to attend the university's 
summer football camp by a former assist- 
ant football coach; (b) violations of NCAA 
ethical-conduct legislation by the same 
former assistant coach, and (c) violations 
of NCAA legislation that require a 
member institution to operate any summer 
football camp in a manner that is open to 
the public (i.e., a university may not 
operate a summer football camp that is 
exclusively reserved to recruits for the 
university's football learn). 

The university filed its written response 
with the NCAA enforcement staff and the 
Committee on Infractions June 10. 199I, 
in which it basically admitted the alleged 
violations in categories (a) and (b) above, 
subject to minor revisions, and disputed 
that its operation ol the summer football 
camp in question violated NCAA legisla- 
tion. The former assistant coach also 
submitted a written response .lune 2S, 
1991, after receiving an extension of time 
from the committee for the former coach 
to review the institutional response to the 
allegations relating to him. The NCAA 
enforcement staff held prehearing confer- 
ences with institutional representatives 
June 2, I99I, and with legal counsel for 
the former assistant coach July 1 1, 1991, 
to review the information the staff would 
present at the hearing. To resolve issues 
that were identified during these prehear- 
ing conferences, several interviews with 
various individuals were conducted prior 
to the hearing. The NCAA enforcement 
staff, an institutional representative and 
legal counsel for the former assistant 
coach jointly participated in these inter- 
views in order to establish a common base 
of understanding in regard to the infor- 
mation given by the various interviewees. 

On August II, 199I, the committee 
conducted a hearing in this case, which 
was attended by institutional representa- 
tives, the former assistant coach and his 
legal counsel, and members of the NCAA 
enforcement staff. Inasmuch as the assist- 
ant coach no longer was employed at an 
NCAA member institution, his appear- 
ance at and participation during the hear- 
ing was voluntary the NCAA otherwise 
could not have compelled his appearance 
before the committee. 

Based on the information presented at 
the hearing by all the parties as described 
in Part II of this report, the committee 
found that the university's football pro- 
gram violated recruiting rules substantially 
as alleged and admitted by the university 
The committee also found that the former 
assistant coach violated the principles of 
ethical conduct that NCAA rules require 
institutional coaching personnel and other 
representatives to meet. The former as- 
sistant coach's involvement in the viola- 
lions in this case demonstrated a knowing 
effort to operate the university's football 
program contrary to NCAA rules, and 
the former assistant coach encouraged a 
principal in the case to report false and 
misleading information 

The committee did not find that the 
former assistant coach violated the ethical- 
conduct standards pertaining to the pro- 
vision of false and misleading information 
during the course of an NCAA investiga- 
tion All parties agreed that during the 
assistant coach's initial interview with an 
NCAA enforcement representative, which 
occurred in the presence of representatives 
of the university, the former assistant 
coach gave false and misleading informa- 
tion in response to some of the questions 
seeking information relevant to possible 
NCAA violations in which he was in- 
volved Further, at the beginning of this 
interview, the NCAA investigator specif- 
ically called the former assistant coach's 
attention to the provision of the NCAA 
bylaws applicable to giving false and 
misleading information during an investi- 
gation of possible NCAA violations and 
indicated to the assistant coach the se- 
riousness of the consequences that could 
result from a violation of this bylaw. A 
separate NCAA bylaw (Bylaw 32.3.6) 
also places an additional duty on the 
NCAA enforcement staff, however, to 



inform an individual prior to the interview 
that the purpose of the interview is to 
obtain information about the individual's 
personal involvement in NCAA violations 
when that, in fact, is the purpose of the 
interview. The record before the commit- 
tee did not establish tfiat the NCAA 
investigator had given the assistant coach 
the notification required by this bylaw. 

Because the notice called for in Bylaw 
32.3.6 was not given, the committee be- 
lieved it was not appropriate under the 
circumstances of this case to find that the 
assistant coach violated the rules of ethical 
conduct m Bylaw If). I -(d) by giving false 
and misleading information during this 
initial interview. Among the circumstances 
that led the committee to this conclusion 



were: ( I ) the assistant coach was not 
represented by personal legal counsel 
during this interview; (2) there was no 
doubt that one purpose of this interview 
was to question the assistant coach about 
his personal involvement in possible 
NCAA violations; (3) given the promi- 
nence of alleged violations relating to the 
operation of the university 's summer foot- 
ball camp, the committee could not con- 
clude from the record that the former 
assistant coach otherwise understood that 
a purpose of the interview was to inquire 
into matters where he was personally 
involved in allegations of NCAA viola- 
tions, and (4) after the initial interview, 
the former assistant coach promptly con- 
sulted personal legal counsel and was 
prepared to correct the false and mislead- 
ing statements. 

The violations alleged in category (c) 
above related to the university's operation 
of a summer "senior" football camp. The 
committee concluded that the information 
presented did not establish a violation of 
NCAA legislation. The only remaining 
issue about this "senior" camp at the time 
of the hearing was whether it was open to 
the public as required by Bylaw 1 3. 1 3. 1 .2. 
Under the relevant NCAA legislation, it is 
permissible for an institution to invite 
particular prospects to its camp as long as 
the camp is open to all entrants limited 
only by the number and age of the camp 
participants. The university operated two 
types of summer football camps. One 
type was its Johnny Majors football 
camps, which the university advertised 
through a printed camp brochure, as well 
as in other ways. There was no claim that 
these camps violated NCAA rules. The 
other tvpe, and the camp at issue in this 
case, is the university's "senior camp," 
which is held for a shorter period of time 
(over a weekend), is less costly to the 
camp participants, and is acknowledged 
fully by the university to be aimed at 
attracting high-school seniors-to-be who 
have ambitions of pursuing loothal! par- 
ticipation alter completing high school. 
The enforcement staf f's theory in present- 
ing this allegation was that the university, 
in effect, operated the senior camp as an 
exclusive tryout and recruiting camp for 
prospects due to the university's limited 
advertising to the general public of the 
availability of the camp and reliance on 
invitations to individual prospects to 



attract camp participants. There was no 
contention that the university improperly 
denied access to its senior camp to an 
applicant, only that the failure to advertise 
the camp as a practical matter limited its 
availability primarily to those whom the 
university regarded as prospects for its 
football team. 

If the information presented at the 
hearing had supported this theory, the 
committee would have found that a viola- 
tion occurred. However, the enforcement 
staff did not sustain its burden of proving 
that the university failed to give the public 
adequate notice through information dis- 
seminated orally and personally by the 
coaching staff to high-school programs 
throughout the area of the general availa- 



bility of the senior camp. In view of the 
information from the university indicating 
there was widespread knowledge among 
area high-school football programs ol the 
availability of the senior camp to all 
entrants, the committee concluded that 
no violation occurred 

The committee was troubled by the fact 
that while the university publicized its 
Johnny Majors football camps with an 
attractive promotional brochure, the sen- 
ior camp was not mentioned in this bro- 
chure and was not promoted through the 
use of any written materials describing 
the availability of the camp. Conducting 
the senior camp in this manner is, in the 
committee's opinion, a questionable prac- 
tice that the university would be well- 
advised to discontinue In future cases 
involving this issue, absent clarifying 
legislation or interpretations from the 
appropriate NCAA bodies, the committee 
will regard an institution that fails to 
promote all of its development camps in 
the same manner to the appropriate age- 
group audience as having the burden of 
demonstrating the target age group had 
adequate information ol the availability 
of the camp to the general public. Had 
this approach been applied in this ease, 
the committee would have found a viola- 
tion of Bylaw 1 3. 1 3 l 2 occurred in the 
conduct of the "senior" camp. I he com- 
mittee did not apply this approach to the 
university in this case in view of the efforts 
taken by the institution to obtain advice 
from its conference office on the requiie- 
mcnls for its summer camp and the lack 
of clarity in the existing bylaw on the 
obligations of a member institution to 
advertise the availability ol its camps. 

Although the committee did not find a 
violation relating to the football camp, 
the committee concluded that this was a 
major case under Bylaw I9.02.2. There 
were a series of recruiting violations, 
including arranging an airline ticket on a 
credit basis lor a prospect to attend the 
university's football camp, that were know- 
ingly committed by a member of the 
university's football coaching staff for 
whose conduct the university is responsi- 
ble Moreover, the university's compliance 
and rules-education program did not re- 
quire newly employed coaching staff 
members to participate in any rules-com- 
pliance orientation or demonstrate famil- 
iarity with NCAA recruiting rules before 



recruiting for the university. 

Although this is a major case, it is 
unique. The university fully cooperated in 
the processing and investigation of this 
case. It acknowledged violations when the 
evidence supported such conclusions and 
admitted that a member ol its coaching 
staff violated the principles of ethical 
conduct in Bylaw lO.Ol.l. The university 
took timely corrective and disciplinary 
actions that included dismissing its assist- 
ant football coach, suspending its senior 
football camp, and self-imposing sub- 
stantial recruiting and athletics grant-in- 
aid penalties. Tor these reasons, as ex- 
plained in Part III of this report, the 
committee did not applv the full schedule 
of minimum penalties that Bylaw 1 9.4.2. 1 
otherwise requires in the case ol a major 
violation. 

II. Violations of NCAA legislation, as 
determined by committee. 

A. [NCAA Bylaw 1 3.2. 1 ] 

During the spring and summer of 1 9X9. 
during the recruitment of a prospective 
student-athlete, a then assistant football 
coach arranged for the young man to 
receive a round-trip airline ticket on a 
credit basis from a Knoxville area travel 
agency in order for the young man to 
travel to the university's campus to attend 
the institution's summer football camp. 

Specifically, during a telephone conver- 
sation with the prospect, the assistant 
coach asked about the young man's inter- 
est in attending the institution's football 
camp The prospect stated he could not 
afford the airline ticket price(s) as quoted 
to him and his mother during their inquir- 
ies The assistant coach responded that he 
would gather information about costs of 
possible airline flights The assistant coach 
contacted a travel agent at a Knoxville 
travel agency and arranged a round-trip 
airline ticket for the young man between 
the prospect's hometown and Knoxville 
at a cost of $231 . The travel agent sent the 
airline ticket to the assistant coach who, 
in turn, mailed the ticket, via overnight 
mail service, from the football office to 
the young man, who then utilized the 
ticket to attend the football camp After 
the young man arrived on campus, he 
provided an envelope to the assistant 
coach with the cash necessary to pay the 
cost of the airline ticket, and the assistant 
coach forwarded the cash to the travel 
agency. The young man did not have any 
m-person or telephonic conversations 
with the travel agency concerning the 
flight arrangements or payments. 

B. [NCAA Bylaws 1 3.02.3 and 1 3 I 1 1 J 
In February and May 1989. a then 

assistant football coach made in-person, 
off-campus recruiting contacts with two 
prospective student-athletes at the young 
men's high schools prior to the completion 
of the young men's junior years in high 
school. Specifically, in February 19X9, the 
assistant coach contacted one prospective 
student-athlete at the conclusion of the 
young man's high-school basketball prac- 
tice at his high school, and in May 19X9, 
the assistant coach contacted another 
prospective student-athlete in the hallway 
at his high school prior to the young 
man's first class period 

C. [NCAA Bylaws 13.02.3, 13.1.1.1, 
13.1.4 and 13.6.11 

In May and June 19X9, during the 
recruitment of a prospective student- 
athlete, a then assistant football coach 
violated NCAA legislation involving re- 
cruiting contacts and the provision ol 
local automobile transportation. Specifi- 
cally: 

1. On at least two occasions in May 
1989, the assistant coach made in-person, 
off-campus recruiting contacts prior to 
the completion of the young man's junior 
year in high school with the prospect's 
parents and. on at least one occasion, the 
young man's sister at the prospect's high- 
school baseball games. 

2. On one occasion in June 19X9. during 
the university's summer football camp, 
the assistant coach provided automobile 
transportation in the Knoxville area to 
the prospect's sister between the World's 
Fair Convention Center* Downtown Hol- 
iday Inn. the Hyatt Hotel and. or the 
College Inn restaurant. 

3. On two occasions in June 1989, 
during the university's summer football 
camp, the assistant coach made m-person, 
off-campus recruiting contacts with the 
young man's parents and sister ai. two 
different restaurants in Knoxville 

D [NCAA Bylaws 10.01. 1, Ml. I -(c), 
10.1 -(d) and 19.01.21 

The former assistant tootball coach 
involved in this case failed to depori 
himself in accordance with the gcncrallv 
recognized high standards normallv asso- 
ciated with the conduct and administration 



of intercollegiate athletics in that the 
assistant coach's involvement in the find- 
ings ol violations in this report and his 
attempts to encourage a principal in this 
case to report false and misleading infor- 
mation to university and NCAA enforce- 
ment staff members were contrary to the 
principles of ethical conduct. Specifically: 

1. The assistant coach demonstrated a 
knowing effort on his part to operate the 
university's intercollegiate football pro- 
gram contrary to the requirements and 
provisions of NCAA legislation by his 
overall involvement in the findings of 
violations in this report. 

2. The assistant coach encouraged a 
principal in this case to report false and 
misleading information in ihat following 
an interview on December 14. 1990. with 
tile assistant coach by an NCAA enforce- 
ment representative, the assistant coach 
was requested by the enforcement repre- 
sentative not to contact a former employee 
ol a travel agency in Knoxville. lenncssee. 
However, the assistant coach subsequently 
contacted the travel agent, asked her 
about the information contained in Part 
1 1- A of this report and then requested 
that the travel agent not mention the 
assistant coach's contact with her if she 
was asked by the NCAA enforcement 
stall. 

F. [NCAA Bylaws 30.3, 30.3.3 and 
30.3.51 

Based upon the violations in this report, 
the institution's Certification of Com- 
pliance form for the 1988-89 academic 
year was erroneous in that the institution's 
football program was not in compliance 
with NCAA legislation. On August 2, 
1989, a then assistant football coach 
attested on a statement filed with the chief 
executive officer of the institution that he 
had reported to the chief executive officer 
his knowledge of and involvement in any 
violations of NCAA legislation involving 
the institution when, in fact, he had not 
done so. Based upon information provided 
by the assistant coach, and without intent 
to do so, the then president erroneously 
certified on August 28, 1989, the universi- 
ty's compliance with NCAA legislation. 

F. The university also sell-reported 
several secondary violations related to the 
recruitment of two prospective student- 
athletes by an assistant football coach. 
III. Committee on Infractions penalties. 

For the reasons set forth in Part 1 of this 
report, the Committee on Infractions 
found that this case involved a major 
violation of NCAA legislation that oc- 
curred after September I. 1985. NCAA 
Bylaw 19.4.2.2, as adopted by the Associ- 
ation's membership, requires prescribed 
minimum penalties, "subject to exceptions 
authorized by the Committee on Infrac- 
tions in unique cases on the basis of 
specifically stated reasons," that include: 

(a) a two-year probationary period (in- 
cluding a periodic, in-person monitoring 
system and written institutional reports); 

(b) the elimination of all expense-paid 
recruiting visits to the institution in the 
involved sport for one recruiting year, (c) 
a requirement that all coaching stall 
members in the sport be prohibited from 
engaging in any off-campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting year; (d) a 
requirement that all institutional staff 
members determined by the Committee 
on Infractions knowingly to have engaged 
in or condoned a major violation be 
subject either to termination of employ- 
ment, suspension without pay for at least 
one year or reassignment ot duties within 
the institution to a position that docs not 
include contact with prospective or en- 
rolled student-athletes or representatives 
of the institution's athletics interests for at 
least one year; (c) one year of sanctions 
precluding postseason competition in the 
sport; (f) one year of sanctions precluding 
television appearances in the sport, and 
lg) institutional rcccrtilication that the 
current athletics policies and practices 
conform to all requirements ol NCAA 
regulations. 

The Committee on Infractions deter- 
mined Ihat this case was a unique case in 
which the institution should receive less 
than the lull set ol minimum penalties 
otherwise required by NCAA legislation. 
The important mitigating lactors in this 
case included: prompt detection of viola- 
tions, thorough investigation and report- 
ing of violations to the NCAA; 
cooperation in the processing of the case, 
and initiation of strong disciplinary and 
corrective actions. 

The university's corrective and discipli- 
nary actions included the f ollowing mea- 
sures: 

a. On December 17, 1990. the university 
suspended the then assistant coach from

Case summary 

• Questions raised in an anonymous letter received by the NCAA 
enforcement stall led to interviews that resulted in the University of 
Tennessee, Knoxville, receiving a letter of official inquiry alleging 
violations of recruiting rules, ethical-conduct rules and rules 
governing the conduct of summer football camps. 

• In responding to the NCAA, the university admitted the 
recruiting and ethical-conduct violations, but it disputed violations 
regarding the operation of a summer football camp. 

• The Committee on Infractions agreed that recruiting and 
ethical-conduct violations occurred, and it concluded that information 
presented by the Association's enforcement staff did not establish a 
violation regarding conduct of the football camp in question. 

• Although the violations found were classified as major, the 
committee determined that the case was unique because of the full 
cooperation of the university, which took corrective and disciplinary 
actions and self-imposed penalties on its football program in advance 
of the case's disposition by the Committee on Infractions. 

• In addition to adopting the school's self-imposed penalties, the 
Committee on Infractions imposed a two-year probation and a 
requirement that Tennessee develop and implement a comprehensive 
rules-education program. 

• A former assistant football coach involved in the recruiting and 
ethical-conduct violations will be notified that he will be subject to 
show-cause provisions of the NCAA enforcement program should he 
seek athletically related employment at a member institution 
through September 18, 1994. 
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Committee accepts Stony Brook actions 



I. Introduction. 

I his cast' began when the NCAA en- 
forcement staff received an anonymous 
letter in August 1 990 providing informa- 
tion that the head men's basketball coach 
at State University of New York, Stony 
Brook, had purchased an airline ticket for 
a men's basketball student athlete, as well 
as other information regarding potential 
violations of NCAA legislation. Subse- 
quent interviews with current and lormer 
student-athletes, current and former coach- 
ing staff members, and athletics depart- 
ment personnel led the NCAA 
enforcement staff to issue a preliminary 
letter of inquiry November 6, 1 990, to the 
president. The letter of official inquiry 
was sent to the president April 4, 1991. 

On April 1 2, a letter also was sent to the 
head men's basketball coach advising him 
of the allegations in which he was named, 
and his opportunities to respond and 
participate in the consideration of the 
allegations, explaining the possible puni- 
tive actions thai could be taken if such 
allegations were lound by the NCAA 
Committee on Infractions and requesting 
his appearance (with legal counsel, if 
desired) before the committee Inasmuch 
as the head coach no longer was employed 
at an NCAA member institution at the 
time of the hearing, his appearance at and 
participation during the hearing was vol- 
untary, as the NCAA could not otherwise 
have compelled his appearance before the 
committee. 

The State University of New York, 
Stony Brook, and the coach, although no 
longer an employee of the university, 
appeared before the Committee on In- 
fractions August 10, 1991. 

In its response to the letter of official 
inquiry, the university confirmed that the 
information contained in the allegations 
was substantially correct and identified 
two additional violations: (a) the then 
head men's basketball coach had provided 
false and misleading information to the 
enforcement staff in his testimony, and (b) 
a secondary violation occurred involving 
the provision of local transportation to a 
student-athlete in the summer of 1988, 

The university first learned of possible 
violations in its men's basketball program 
September 18, 1989, when the head bas- 
ketball coach (who at the time was a part- 
time employee) brought an anonymous 
letter he had received to the attention of 
the director of the division of physical 
education and athletics The letter alleged 
that the coach had paid for an airplane 
ticket for a student-athlete. The head 
coach denied the allegation in the letter, 
and the university did not make further 
inquiry. 

On October 27, 1989, another anony- 
mous letter was received by the director 
repeating the allegation that the head 
men's basketball coach had purchased an 
airline ticket for a student-athlete. The 
director interviewed the parties identified 
in the letter, and all denied knowledge of 
any inappropriate actions by the coach. 
The student-athlete denied receiving any 
money Irom the coach and indicated that 
he had paid for the airline ticket with his 
share of team meal money. Again, the 
director concluded that there was no basis 
for further pursuing the matter. 

In February 1990, a search committee 
was convened to conduct a national search 
for a full-time men's basketball coach. 
The part-time coach was a candidate. The 
director advised the search committee of 
the allegations contained in the anony- 
mous letters and the results of his investi- 
gation The search committee recom- 
mended the part-time coach for the 
position, and he was appointed to the full- 
time position in June 1990 

Following receipt of the anonymous 
letter by the NCAA enlorcement staff in 
August 1990, an enlorcement representa- 
tive interviewed the coach on three sepa- 
rate occasions in 1990 and, in each 
interview, the coach reported that he had 
provided meal money in order for the 
young man to purchase an airline ticket, 
and that the coach's wife had made 
arrangements for the ticket and had billed 
the cost ol the ticket for the student- 
alhlcle to her credit card. I .ater, the young 
man repaid the cost of the ticket In the 
first interview (on October 31, 1990), he 
told the investigator that team members 
had received $120 each in intcrsession 
meal money prior to the Christmas break, 
which would have provided the student 
athlete with suff icient funds to pay for his 
ticket prior to his flight That story was 
not supported by university documents, 
which showed the dates that checks were 
issued and cashed, and provided evidence 
that the total amount of meal money 
distributed to student-athletes prior to 
the Christmas break was substantially 



less than $ 1 20. Further, during subsequent 
interviews November 2 and 27, the coach 
continued to affirm his initial story that 
he gave $120 to the student-athlete prior 
to Christmas break. In an interview con- 
ducted by the university May 22, 1991, 
the coach admitted that disbursements in 
the amount of $120 per player were not 
made prior to Christmas break and that 
the information as provided to the NCAA 
was false. Subsequent to that interview, 
the coach, after being advised that the 
university was considering sanctions 
against him, resigned his position, effective 
August I, 1991. 

The tragedy of this case is that what 
might well have been secondary violations 
were compounded by the actions of the 
coach in misleading the university in its 



action to redress this matter but lor the 
isolated nature of the offense and the 
inability of the institution to fully inform 
itself due to the private nature of the 
arrangements and the coach's deceptive 
behavior. The head men's basketball coach 
involved in this case no longer is on the 
staff, and the men's basketball program 
will he under the direction of a full-time 
coach The institution also took significant 
action in strengthening its training and 
monitoring programs with respect to 
NCAA compliance issues such as the 
processing of student-athlete meal pay- 
ments. Finally, the men's basketball team 
received little, if any, competitive advan- 
tage as a result of the violations. Thus, the 
committee concluded that no additional 
penalty was required and that the five- 



Case summary 

• Questions raised in an anonymous letter received by the NCAA 
enlorcement staff led to interviews that resulted in the State 
University of New York, Stony Brook, receiving a letter of official 
inquiry alleging violations of NCAA legislation involving the 
provision of an airline ticket to a member of the men's basketball 
team. 

• Also alleged were violations of the Association's ethical-conduct 
legislation by a former head men's basketball coach, who (it was 
determined) provided false and misleading information to represen- 
tatives of the university and the NCAA enforcement staff. 

• In responding to the NCAA, the university admitted the 
violations.

initial inquiry and providing false and 
misleading information to the NCAA 
enforcement representative in three sub- 
sequent interviews, thus resulting in a 
major violation. After reviewing the re- 
sponses of the head coach and the univer- 
sity and listening to the testimony at the 
hearing, the committee determined that 
the head coach had violated the Associa- 
tion's principles of ethical conduct by his 
actions in providing false and misleading 
information to university representatives 
in their internal review of the matter and 
providing false and misleading informa- 
tion to the NCAA enforcement staff in its 
investigation of the allegations. The com- 
mittee noted that the former head men's 
basketball coach belatedly acknowledged 
his actions and, from that point forward, 
cooperated fully with the university 

The university's internal review of the 
matter included interviews with all of the 
individuals identified in the second anony- 
mous letter Those individuals denied any 
knowledge of the coach's actions in pro- 
viding the student-athlete with money to 
purchase the airline ticket or other efforts 
in arranging an airline ticket for the 
student-athlete It should be noted that 
the anonymous letter also contained other 
allegations, which the university consid- 
ered important and which resulted in a 
warning to the head men's basketball 
coach. Notwithstanding its investigation, 
the private nature of the arrangements 
made by the coach and his consistent 
denial that any arrangement had been 
made effectively prevented the university 
from addressing the matter in a timely 
manner and reporting the infractions to 
the NCAA enforcement staff. Thus, the 
committee concluded that the university's 
efforts in investigating the matter were 
sufficient. 

Because the violations found in Part II 
of this report are major, the minimum 
penalties set forth in Bylaw 19 4 2 ordi- 
narily would apply. The committee, how- 
ever, is authorized to impose lesser 
penalties in unique cases for specifically 
stated reasons. This was, in the opinion of 
the committee, a unique case in that the 
university took immediate and sufficient 
actions to determine whether the allega- 
tions were true, demonstrated satisf actory 
institutional control over its athletics 
program, and would have taken timely 



year period a repeat major violator is 
subject to would not be applicable. 
II. Violations of NCAA legislation, as 
determined by committee. 

A. [NCAA Bylaws 16.12.2.2 and 
16.2.2.3] 

In the fall of 1988, the then head men's 
basketball coach and his wife arranged 
for a then student-athlete to receive a 
round-trip airline ticket between his home 
and Buffalo, New York, during the insti- 
tution's Christmas recess. The young man 
repaid this amount (by the coach with- 
holding the young man's meal money). 
Specifically, during a meeting in the 
coach's office in September 1988, the 
coach explained to the student-athlete 
that he would withhold the young man's 
intcrsession meal money in December in 
order to finance an airline ticket (that cost 
$118) to travel between the student-ath- 
lete's home and Buffalo to ensure that he 
returned to campus in time to resume 
basketball practice after Christmas. In 
November 1988, the coach's wife pur- 
chased the ticket utilizing personal funds, 
and in February 1989, the head coach 
repaid his wife from the young man's 
portion of the team meal money allot- 
ments. 

B. [NCAA Bylaws I0.1-(c), 10.1-(d) 
and I I.I I.I] 

The lormer head men's basketball coach 
involved in this case acted contrary to the 
principles of ethical conduct inasmuch as 
he did not, on all occasions, deport himself 
in accordance with the generally recog- 
nized high standards normally associated 
with the conduct and administration ol 
intercollegiate athletics in that he provided 
false and misleading information to the 
institution September 18, 1989, concerning 
his involvement in and knowledge of 
events described in Part II-A of this 
report. Specifically, on September 18, 
1989, in response to the inquiry of the 
director of the division of physical educa- 
tion and athletics, the coach stated that 
his wife called the airport to check flight 
arrangements lor a then student-athlete, 
but the young man went to the airport 
and arranged and paid for the ticket. On 
September 19, 1989, in response to an 
additional inquiry by the director, the 
coach reported that his wife did not 
advance money by credit card or any 
other means to hold the airline ticket. On 



September 20, 1989, the coach informed 
the director that he checked with his wife 
and reconlirmed that no payment or loan 
was made to the student athlete or any 
airline, and finally, as a result of the 
provision ol this false inlormation, the 
institution reached erroneous conclusions 
about the facts of this allegation that 
precluded any opportunity to self-report 
a violation. 

C. [NCAA Bylaws 10.1 (c), 10.1(d) 
and 11.11.1] 

The institution reported that the then 
head men's basketball coach involved in 
this case provided false and misleading 
information in his testimony to an NCAA 
enforcement representative. Specifically, 
the coach indicated to the enforcement 
representative that each player received 
$120 in intcrsession meal money. The 
institution's investigation indicated that 
the dates of check cashing were inconsis- 
tent with this statement. During the insti- 
tution's interview with the coach May 22, 
1991, he admitted that the amount re- 
ceived by the players was approximately 
$40. 

D [NCAA Bylaw 16. 10.2.7] 
The institution reported a secondary 
violation that occurred in August 1988 
involving the provision of local transpor- 
tation to a student-athlete. 

III. Committee on Infractions penalties. 

For the reasons set forth in Part I of this 
report, the Committee on Infractions 
found that this case involved a major 
violation of NCAA legislation that oc- 
curred after September 1, 1985.

Factors considered included: the isolated 
nature of the offense, thorough internal 
investigation of the violations and subse- 
quent reporting to the NCAA; coopera- 
tion in the processing ol the case, and 
initiation of strong disciplinary and cor- 
rective actions (including the establish- 
ment of administrative procedures 
designed to ensure that the institution will 
comply with the principles of institutional 
control and rules compliance in the fu- 
ture). 

The Association's bylaws authorize the 



Committee on Infractions to recognize 
exceptions to the minimum penalty sched- 
ule, which otherwise is required in a case 
involving a major violation, in unique 
cases on the basis of specifically stated 
reasons. For the reasons set forth in Part 
I of this report, the committee determined 
that this case is unique and that the 
actions of the university were fully consis- 
tent with its membership responsibilities 
to ensure compliance with NCAA rules. 
Consequently, the committee took the 
following actions: 

1 . The committee accepted the correc- 
tive measures that the university took in 
this case as sufficient in discharging its 
institutional responsibilities concerning 
the violations lound in this report and the 
committee did not impose additional 
penalties. 

2. Because the committee accepted the 
university's actions as adequate, the com- 
mittee did not consider this case as one in 
which there was a major NCAA penalty 
within the scope of NCAA Bylaw 19.4.2.3 
concerning repeat violators. Therefore, 
the university will not be subject to the 
five-year time period regarding repeat 
major violations as a result of this case. 

3. The university shall submit a written 
report to the NCAA Committee on In- 
fractions by July 1, 1992, which reviews 
the effectiveness of the corrective measures 
it has implemented to prevent any further 
violations of the nature described in this 
report. 

B. Due to his involvement in the viola- 
tions of NCAA legislation found in this 
case, the former head men's basketball 
coach involved in this case will be in- 
formed in writing by the NCAA that in 
the event he seeks employment or affilia- 
tion in an athletically related position at 
an NCAA member institution during a 
three-year period (September 19, 1991, to 
September 19, 1994), he and the involved 
institution shall be required to appear 
before the Committee on Infractions in 
order for the committee to consider 
whether that member institution should 
be subject to the show-cause procedures 
of Bylaw 19.4.2. 1 -(1), which could limit 
the former coach's athletically related 
duties at the new institution for a desig- 
nated period. 

(NOTE: Should the State University of 
New York, Stony Brook, appeal either the 
findings of violations or proposed penal- 
ties in this case to the NCAA Council 
subcommittee of Division III members, 
the Committee on Infractions will submit 
an expanded infractions report to the 
members of the Council who will consider 
the appeal. This expanded report will 
include additional information in accord- 
ance with Bylaw 32.8.5. A copy of the 
committee's report would be provided to 
the institution prior to the institution's 
appearance before the Council subcom- 
mittee and, as required by Bylaw 32.8.6, 
would be released to the public. 

Also, the Committee on Infractions 
wishes to advise the institution that when 
the penalties in this case become effective, 
the institution should take every precau- 
tion to ensure that their terms are ob- 
served; further, the committee intends to 
monitor the penalties during their effective 
periods, and any action contrary to the 
terms of any of the penalties shall be 
considered grounds for extending the 
institution's probationary period, as well 
as to consider imposing more severe sanc- 
tions in this case 

Finally, should any actions by NCAA 
Conventions directly or indirectly modify 
any provision of these penalties or the 
effect of the penalties, the committee 
reserves the right to review and reconsider 
the penalties.)

, Introduction. 

On October 22. 1990, the University of 
District of Columbia submitted a self- 
report of possible violations of NCAA 
regulations to the NCAA enforcement 
staff. This self-report arose from items in 
the local media about potential violations 
of university policy and NCAA regula- 
tions. I he enlorcement stall worked with 
institutional representatives to develop a 
letter ol official inquiry based on the 
institution's self-report. On March 4. 
1991. a letter ol ollicial inquiry was sent 
to the interim president. The enforcement 
stall did not conduct any interviews lor 
this inquiry. Alter receiving the official 
inquiry, institutional representatives con- 
ducted interviews with former student- 
athletes, and former and current adminis- 
trative employees and athletics-depart- 
ment personnel. On June 14, 1991. the 
institution submitted its response to the 
ollicial inquiry. A prehearing conference 
was held with the institution July 30, 
199L Representatives of the institution 
appeared before the Committee on In- 
fractions August 12, 1991. 

I his case involved serious and ma|or 
violations ol the Association's academic 
eligibility rules, including the use of in- 
eligible student-athletes who had failed to 
meet Division II salislactorv-progress 
rules, who were nonqualifiers or partial 
qualifiers under Division II initial eligibil- 
ity legislation, who were enrolled in less 
than 12 semester hours or who were 
ineligible under the university's own aca- 
demic eligibility rules. In addition, there 
were students who competed on the inter- 
collegiate football team, even though they 
already had utilized lour seasons of com- 
petition, resulting in these students com- 
peting a total of live or six years. Other 
student-athletes were permitted to com- 
pete in their sports without satisfying the 
NCAA transler requirements when 
transferring from another four-year insti- 
tution. The university permitted student- 
athletes in several sports to exceed the 
meal allowances in their individual grant- 
in-aid awards and other student-athletes 
to exceed the amounts permissible for 
hooks and supplies 

The self-report presented a clear case of 
an institution that failed to exercise or 
maintain institutional control over its 
athletics program during the period of 
these violations, principally the 19X9-90 
academic year This failure of institutional 
control appeared to result from a general 
institutional instability of recent years 
during which there had been frequent 
changes in presidents, athletics depart- 
ment personnel and those to whom the 
athletics department personnel reported. 
There was no established chain-of-com- 
mand lor the academic and financial 
certification of student-athletes. Within 
this instability were the problems attend- 
ant to an open admissions institution 
laced lor the first time with certifying 
student-athletes under the requirements 
of NCAA Bylaw 14.3. Compounding 
these problems was the university's deci- 
sion to move from NCAA Division II to 
Division I. Not surprisingly, there was a 
loss of control. 

The problems reached their zenith early 
in the 19X9-90 academic year when stu- 
dent-athletes' eligibility was not certified; 
the president was given conflicting advice 
on eligibility; coaches, many of whom 
were part-time stall members, ignored 
eligibility rules, and student-athletes par- 
ticipated when they knew or should have 
known that they were ineligible. 

lb the university's credit, it confronted 
these matters head-on. It suspended the 
operations ol the football team at the end 
ol the 1989 season; canceled the women's 
basketball program in midseason 1989- 
90; replaced the administrative personnel 
to whom the athletics program was sup- 
posed to report, and accepted the resigna- 
tions and terminated or allowed to expire 
the contracts of most of the intercollegiate 
teams' coaches. Amidst considerable in- 
stitutional confusion, faculty and staff 
have been able to reassert control over 
eligibility matters and to institute basic 
compliance with NCAA rules. There were 
tew violations noted for the 1990-91 aca- 
demic year. Most importantly, the univer- 
sity decided to stay within Division 11. 
Finally, the incumbent president, who 
took office in August 1991, has asserted 
clearly his intentions to take control of the 
intercollegiate athletics program. 

1 he committee determined that major 
violations of NCAA rules occurred, which 
warranted serious penalties. Had the uni- 
versity not already taken steps that ex- 
ceeded the required minimum penalties 
as set forth in Bylaw 19 4 2.2, the commit- 
tee would have exacted more serious 



penalties in this case. However, the uni- 
versity already has suspended the football 
seasons for the 1990-91 and 1991-92 aca- 
demic years, canceled the women's bas- 
ketball team's schedule midway through 
the 1989-90 season and did not compete 
in the 1990-91 season, dismissed many of 
the athletics department staff members, 
replaced the faculty athletics representa- 
tive and terminated the contract of the 
university vice-president who had admin- 
istrative oversight of the athletics program. 
The committee adopted the university's 
actions as its own. In addition, the com- 
mittee determined that the University of 
District of Columbia shall be on probation 
lor a period ol three years, shall take 
action to lorleil all games in which it used 
ineligible student-athletes and shall cancel 
the competitive records ol individual 
student-athletes who were ineligible. 

The committee commends the univer- 
sity for the clear, concise and prolessional 



he alreadv had completed lour seasons of 
competition during his first 10 semesters 
ol enrollment. During the 1989-90 acade- 
mic year, this same young man and two 
other lootball student-athletes competed 
for the institution after having completed 
four seasons of competition during their 
first 10 semesters ol enrollment. Thus, the 
first young man participated for six years, 
and the other two young men competed 
for live years in intercollegiate lootball.

Included in this group were one 
football student-athlete and one women's 
basketball student-athlete.

Prospective student -athlete 
(PSA) (ice hockey) was con- 
tacted on several occasions by 
impermissible recruiter who 
also was a friend ol PSA's fa- 
ther. PSA signed National 
Letter of Intent in the spring. 
Immediately prior to enroll- 
ment. PSA received several 
nights' lodging arranged by 
former head coach, and occa- 
sional meals and local auto- 
mobile transportation PSA 
did not receive other scholar- 
ship offers. 



Head women's tennis coach 
contacted junior-college for- 
eign PSA. who was a non- 
qualifier, during PSA's initial 
year of enrollment at the ju- 
nior college 

PSA's (men's golf) official 
paid visit to institution's cam- 
pus exceeded 48 hours be- 
cause PSA was hospitalized 
for acute appendicitis. Insti- 
tution provided additional 
night's lodging for PSA's 
mother, and additional meal 
for PSA and PSA's mother 

Assistant men's soccer coach 
had in person contact with 
PSA during second half of 
PSA's soccer contest. Coach 
indicated he was not aware of 
impermissible contact rule. 

During official paid visit, 
PSAs (ice hockey) were wel- 
comed to campus by message 
on university marquee. Nei- 
ther PSA had committed to 
attend any collegiate institu- 
tion and had not taken any 
other official paid visits 

PSA (women's volleyball) 
participated in pick up vol 
leyball game during official 
paid visit. Coaches did not 
observe or arrange game. In- 
stitution has applied lor Divi- 
sion I status and is operating 
under Division I legislation. 

During summer ol 1989, 
transfer student-athlete (SA) 
(women's soccer) was em- 
ployed lor three weeks at 
head coach's summer camp 
while still considered a senior 
prospect. 



During 1989-90, alumni were 
present at recruiting dinners 
held for PSAs while PSAs 
were on campus for official 
paid visits. Alumni were reg- 
ular admissions program re- 
presentatives. 

Assistant football coach par- 
ticipated in evaluation activi- 
ties at PSA's high school 
during dead period prior to 
first day ol National Letter of 
Intent signing period. Coach 
had no contact with PSA. 

Assistant baseball coach vi- 
sited PSA's high-school cam- 
pus twice during same week; 
coach believed visits were 
permissible because baseball 
field was across the street 
from the high school PSA 
verbally had committed prior 
to violation. 

Head and assistant men's and 
assistant women's swimming 
coaches briefly met with la- 
ther of PSA (women's swim- 
ming) at the father's request 
on campus during dead pe- 
riod prior to National Letter 
of Intent signing date Mead 
coach realized violation had 
occurred later during same 
day. 

Assistant lootball coach 
transported PSA from PSA's 
residence to airport in a lim- 
ousine at start of official paid 
visit.

all coaching duties because ol a violation 
ol NCAA regulations. On March 25, 
1991, alter consultation with the South- 
eastern Conference office, the university 
permitted the assistant coach to return to 
coaching duties pending completion ol 
the university's investigation of the issues 
in this case. On June 7, 199 1, alter receipt 
of the NCAA official inquiry and comple- 
tion of the university's investigation, the 
university determined that the assistant 
coach had violated NCAA legislation 
concerning ethical conduct and that his 
employment as assistant coach would be 
terminated 

h Although the university discovered 
no evidence that its head football coach 
or any other athletics-department staff 
member was aware of the violations com- 
mitted by the assistant coach, the univer- 
sity acted to reemphasize strongly the 
need for the head coach to exercise control 
over recruiting and other administrative 
activities by directing that the football 
program leave unfilled the full-time coach- 
ing position held by the former assistant 
football coach. This penalty accelerates 
the reduction in the number of full-time 
assistant coaches (and the number of 
coaches that may engage in off-campus 
recruiting) from nine to eight that recent 
NCAA legislation will require of all insti- 
tutions August I, 1992. 

c. For the same reasons as stated in 
paragraph b above, the university has 
limited the football program to a total of 
85 overall grants-in-aid in the 1992 93 



academic year and 85 overall grants-in- 
aid in the 1993-94 academic year This 
action accelerates by two years the reduc- 
tion to 85 in overall football grants-in-aid 
that recent NCAA legislation will require 
of all institutions for the 1994-95 academic 
year. 

d. Although the university took the 
position that it had operated its football 
camp program in compliance with NCAA 
rules, it suspended its senior camp pending 
the resolution of this case. 

e. The university's president advised 
the institution's coaches and athletics 
administrators that future salary adjust- 
ments and other personnel actions would 
depend upon their continued and in- 
creased attention to adherence to NCAA, 
conference and institutional rules and 
regulations. 

The committee adopted these actions 
by the university and incorporated them 
into its penalty in this case. The committee 
also noted that the university's self-im- 
posed restrictions on the number of 
coaches who may engage in recruiting 
and serve as full-time coaches and the 
grant-in-aid limitations for the football 
program would apply regardless of 
whether the pending NCAA legislative 
restrictions in these areas are relaxed by 
future NCAA Conventions. 

In addition, the following actions were 
taken by the committee: 

A. The university shall be publicly 
reprimanded and censured, and placed on 
probation for a period of two year(s) from 
the date these penalties are imposed. 



which shall be the date the 15-day appeal 
period expires or the date the institution 
notifies the executive director that it will 
not appeal, whichever is earlier, or the 
date established hy NCAA Council sub- 
committee action in the event of an appeal 
by the university to the Council, it being 
understood that should any portion of 
any ol the penalties in this case be set 
aside for any reason other than by appro- 
priate action ol the Association, the pen- 
alties shall be reconsidered by the 
Committee on Inlractions. Further, the 
University of Tennessee, Knoxville, shall 
be subject to the provisions of NCAA 
Bylaw 19.4.2.3 concerning repeat violators 
for a live-year period beginning on the 
effective date of the penalties in this case. 

B. During this period of probation, the 
institution shall: develop and implement 
a comprehensive educational program 
(e.g., seminars and testing) to instruct 
coaches and athletics-department person- 
nel on NCAA legislation; submit a pre- 
liminary report by December 2, 1991, 
setting forth a schedule for establishing 
this compliance and educational program, 
and file progress reports with the NCAA 
enforcement staff July 1, 1992, and July 
I, 1993. The program developed by the 
university specifically should address the 
procedures the institution will follow to 
assure itself that members of its coaching 
staff have appropriate training and testing 
in recruiting rules before engaging in 
recruiting for the university. 

C. If the former assistant coach involved 
in this case had been employed at the 



institution at the time ol the hearing in 
this case, the institution would have been 
required to show cause in accordance 
with Bylaw 19.4.2.1-0) why it should not 
be subject to additional penalties if it had 
tailed to take appropriate disciplinary 
action against him. Because of the institu- 
tion's actions with respect to the former 
assistant coach, the committee did not 
take such action in regard to the university. 

D. Due to his involvement in certain 
violations of NCAA legislation found in 
this case, the former assistant coach in- 
volved in this case will be informed in 
writing by the NCAA that in the event he 
seeks employment or affiliation in an 
athletically related position at an NCAA 
member institution during a three-year 
period (September 1 8, 1 99 1 , to September 
18, 1994), he and the involved institution 
shall be requested to appear before the 
Committee on Inlractions in order lor the 
committee to consider whether that 
member institution should be subject to 
the show-cause procedures of Bylaw 
1 9.4.2. 1 A}), which could limit the former 
coach's athletically related duties at the 
new institution for a designated period. 
(Had the former assistant coach not coop- 
erated in the processing of this case, the 
committee would have imposed at least a 
five-year period during which he would 
have been subject to this show-cause 
procedure.) 

E. Because of the institutional corrective 
and disciplinary actions described pre- 
viously, the committee did not impose 
additional penalties involving restrictions 



on postseason competition, television ap- 
pearances, expense-paid visits by pro- 
spective student-athletes and off-campus 
recruiting. Had the university not taken 
the actions it did to correct the violations, 
discipline the assistant coach who was 
primarily involved and self-impose penal- 
ties on its football program, the committee 
would have considered imposing the pen- 
alties in these categories required by 
Bylaw 19.4.2.2. 

F. The institution shall recertify that all 
ol its current athletics policies and prac- 
tices conform to all requirements of 
NCAA regulations. 

(NOTF: Should the University of Ten- 
nessee, Knoxville, appeal either the find- 
ings of violations or proposed penalties in 
this case to the NCAA Council subcom- 
mittee ol Division I members, the Com- 
mittee on Infractions will submit an 
expanded infractions report to the 
members of the Council who will consider 
the appeal. This expanded report will 
include additional information in accord- 
ance with Bylaw 32.8.5. A copy of the 
committee's report would be provided to 
the institution prior to the institution's 
appearance before the Council subcom- 
mittee and, as required by Bylaw 32.8.6, 
would be released to the public. 

Also, the Committee on Infractions 
wishes to advise the institution that when 
the penalties in this case become effective, 
the institution should take every precau- 
tion to ensure that their terms are ob- 
served; further, the committee intends to

Al Parker of the University oi 
Georgia, the 1991 collegiate tennis 
player of the year, was named Sep- 
tember 21 the 1990-91 GTE Acade- 
mic All-America of the Year for all 
sports in a vote of the 1 ,600-member 
College Sports Information Direc 
tors of America (CoSIDA). 

A resident of Claxton, Georgia, 
who is a finance major with a 4.000 
grade-point average (4.000 scale), 
Parker is due to graduate in March. 

A four-time tennis all-America, 
Parker was a two-time GTE acade- 
mic all-America and a two-time 
GTE Academic All- America of the 
Year for the men's at-large teams. 
Parker led the Bulldogs to an 
NCAA runner-up finish in 1991, 
posting a 38 10 singles record. He 
finished his collegiate career with a 
singles mark of 138-53, and a dou- 
bles record of 91-37.

The university also offered to reinstate Michelle Budnik to the squad 
after she filed her complaint with the state's Commission on Human Rights 
and Opportunities last month, according to The Chronicle of Higher 
Education. 

Oklahoma forms risk-management policy 

University of Oklahoma officials have begun to formulate a risk- 
management policy that relates to lightning and outdoor events. According 
to Athletic Business magazine, the policy calls for athletics officials to 
monitor storm conditions and to clear playing fields of participants and 
spectators when the threat of lightning approaches. 

The university purchased two lightning detectors, devices used to 
identify intracloud electrical discharges that often precede cloud-to-ground 
lightning. The firm that manufactures the devices claims it can provide 15 
to 20 minutes warning before a lightning strike. 

Although the results may not be conclusive yet, Oklahoma assistant 
athletics business manager Mike Clopton said a warning recently allowed 
officials to clear some intramural fields before a lightning strike. 

Oklahoma's current policy calls for playing fields to be cleared il 
lightning danger is detected within five miles.

Southwest Missouri State expands stadium 

When Southwest Missouri State University opened its I99l home 
football season September 1 4 against McNeese State University, it 
celebrated both an anniversary and a grand opening. 

The occasion marked almost exactly the 50th anniversary ol the use oi 
the Plaster Sports Complex for Bears' football. However, the facility bore 
little resemblance to the structure first used in 1 94 1 because of a multistage 
renovation project that is nearing completion.

A $5.5 million renovation this season nearly doubles the seating capacity 
of the football stadium to 16,600. Other key stages in the renovation project 
included installation ol an artificial playing surface in 1987, an all-weather 
running track in 1 988 and 2,000 new scats on the east side of the playing 
field in 1990 

Attending the game was actor John Goodman, who played football lor 
Southwest Missouri Slate. He was a transfer student who took up drama 
in the year he was establishing his residence

Marshall opens new stadium 

More than 33,000 fans, including about 5.000 with standing-room only 
tickets, attended the opening game at Marshall University's new 28.000- 
seal stadium September 7 

Work began on the $30 million project less than 14 months ago. Some 
finishing touches remain to be done, but all work is expected to be 
completed by the end of September. 

In the inaugural game in the stadium, Marshall defeated the University 
of New Hampshire, 24-23. The previous largest crowd for a Marshall game 
was 19,371 for a 1988 game with Furrnan University.

Saginaw Valley State University dedicated its new $1.2 million Harvey 
Randall Wickes Memorial Stadium September 14. 
The new facility has permanent seating for 4,031 fans. 

Wittenberg to rededicate field 

Wittenberg University's football field will he rededicated Fdwards- 
Maurer Field after a $3.5 million renovation. President William A. 
Kinnison announced. 

The field will be named in honor of the late Bill Ldwards and Dave 
Maurci. who combined for a 227-43-7 record between 1955 and 1983.

Maurer will join the Hall in December. 

Fhc renaming of the field will be official when the stadium is rededicated 
alter its renovation, tentatively scheduled to begin at the conclusion of the 
1991 football season. 

"It is most appropriate for the field to be named for the individuals who 
won I 15 games on it over a 29-year period." Kinnison said. 



NCAA postgraduate scholarship 
nominations for football arc due to 
district selection committee chairs 
by October 25, 1991. Nomination 
folders will be mailed in late Sep- 
tember to the faculty athletics rep- 
resentative at each institution, along 
with an instruction memorandum 
and a list of district selection com- 
mittee chairs. 

I he NCAA will award post- 
graduate scholarships of $5,000 each 
to 29 football players. Of the 
winners. 10 will be selected from 
Division 1,10 from Divisions II and 
III, and the remaining nine will be 
selected at large. 

Following are the criteria for nom- 
inating a student-athlete. 

1. The student-athlete must have 
an overall minimum grade-point 
average of 3.000 (4.000 scale) or its 
equivalent. 

2. The student-athlete must be 
enrolled in the academic year in 
which his or her final season ol 
athletics eligibility under NCAA 
legislation occurs. 

3. The student-athlete must have 
performed with distinction as a 
member of the varsity team. The 
degree of the student-athlete's ath- 
letics achievement will be weighed 
at least equally with the degree of

Nominations of 1991 fall sports 
participants as candidates for ihe 1992 
Today's Top Six awards must be 
received in the NCAA national of- 
fice by November 1. Nomination 
lorms will be mailed this week to 
athletics directors, f aculty athletics 
representatives and sports informa- 
tion directors at all member institu- 
tions. 

Nominees must be varsity letter- 
winners who complete their inter- 
collegiate eligibility in the fall of 
1991 and must be able to attend the 
honors dinner January 8, 1992, in 
Anaheim, California Selection will 
be based on the 1991 fall sports 
season. 

An institution may nominate 
more than one student-athlete in a 
sport. However, no more than three 
nominees may come from any sport. 
There is no limit on nominees f rom 
one institution. 

Selection is based 50 percent on 
athletics ability and achievement, 
25 percent on academic achieve- 
ment, and 25 percent on character, 
leadership and activities. Selections 
are made by the NCAA Honors 
Committee. 

The Today's Top Six awards arc 
part of the College Athletics Top 
XII. Winter-spring Today's Top Six 
nominees and nominations for the 
Silver Anniversary awards already 
have been received. 

Nominations also are being ac- 
cepted for the Award of Valor. The 
award may be presented to a coach 
or administrator currently asso- 
ciated with intercollegiate athletics 
or to a current or former varsity 
letter winner at an NCAA institution 
who, when confronted with a situa- 
tion involving personal danger, 
averted or minimized potential dis- 
aster by courageous action or note- 
worthy bravery. The Award of Valor 
is not automatically awarded annu- 
ally.

4. The student-athlete should in- 
tend to continue academic work as 
a full-time graduate student within 
five years from the dale of the 
award. 

5. The student-athlete must have 
behaved, both on and off the field, 
in a manner that has brought credit 
to the institution and intercollegiate 
athletics and to the student-athlete. 

It is suggested that institutions 
nominate no more than two student- 
athletes lor football. To nominate a 
student-athlete, the school's faculty 
athletics representative must coor- 
dinate the completion of five forms 
included in the nomination folder. 

The eight district selection com- 
mittees will screen nominations from 
their respective districts and forward 
finalists names to the NCAA Post- 
graduate Scholarship Committee,

which will make the final selection. 

The NCAA will offer 125 post- 
graduate scholarships during the 
1991-92 academic year. Fach schol- 
arship will be worth $5,000. In 
addition to the 29 football awards, 
28 scholarships will be given to 
basketball players ( 14 each for men 
and women), and 68 scholarships 
will be awarded to participants in 
other sports (34 men and 34 
women). 

The deadline for submitting bas- 
ketball scholarship nominations is 
February 24, 1992. Other sports 
nominations should be submitted 
by April 24. 1992. Only nominations 
in football are being accepted at this 
time. Member institutions will re- 
ceive instructions for submitting 
forms in basketball and other sports 
at a later date. 



Cont inued from page 1 
ally (the team has reached the semi- 
final round of the Division 1 Field 
Hockey Championship five consec- 
utive years). With the support of 
Grant and Chalmers W. "Bump" 
Flhott. former director of men's 
athletics, a $640,000 AstroTurf field 
was approved by the board in con- 
trol of athletics. It was completed in 
the fall of 1989. 

"It really is a quite different game 
played on turf," Grant said. "It is 
faster and more predictable. Because 
it is more predictable, it is a safer 
game. 1 think." 

Grant could not have predicted 
some of the turns her own life would 
lake as she pmsued her interest in 
field hockey. 

"Field hockey has prompted mv 
decisions in a couple of critical 
areas," she said. 

One of those was her decision to 
leave her native Scotland. She orig- 
inally had planned to teach in Ger- 
many for a couple of years, but she 
thought better of that idea when the 
Berlin crisis mater lali/ed in I960. 

Instead, she went to British Co- 
lumbia, a decision influenced by 
having met the Canadian national 
team when it was louring in 1959. 

When she decided to attend grad- 
uate school, she looked into Iowa at 
the suggestion of a friend who also 
was a field hockey player. She re- 
ceived degrees Irom the university

in 1969, 1970 and 1974. She also 
coached field hockey at the univer- 
sity when she was a graduate stu- 
dent. She joined the physical 
education department in 1971 and 
became director of women's athletics 
in 1973. 

Grant believes field hockey offers 
the benefits of most sports, such as 
building character and determina- 
tion and providing a sense of com- 
mitment. However, the sport offers 
some other elements. 

"It is one of the few sports for 
women that is played outside and is 
demanding on the cardiovascular 
system," she said. 

"It is an international sport. You 
can go anywhere in the world and 
talk to kindred spirits. The most 
wonderful way for barriers to fall is 
through sport." 

The biggest change she has seen 
in field hockey through the years is 
an increased emphasis on winning 
She still believes the focus should be 
on participation and that winning 
should be a byproduct. 

Although Grant could cite many 
significant events as highlights in 
her career, her focus is on people. 

"By far. the most important thing 
sport has given to me is all the 
wonderful people I have met," she- 
said "That really has lasted all my 
life. 1 learned the sport at age I I. I 
have friends from that time and 
from right now."
